The police and military finally suc- 
ceeded in scattering the multitude, so 
that there was further 
when it was found that a number of 
persons had been killed. The, feast 
was held in the presence of the Czar 
and a distinguished company of guests 
who occupied seats In a large pavilion 
especially erected for the occasion. 

Moscow, May %31.—The disaster has 
greatly moved the entire city and many 
groups gather in the streets and in 
deorways of houses discussing the sad 
affair and listening to the stories re- 
lated by eye-witnesses. Some persons 
declare that the blame for the accl- 
Gent belongs to the police, who failed 
to arrive upon the ground sufficiently 
early to obtain control of the assembled 
crowds. Comparatively few police of- 
ficers were on the Hodynsky plain at 6 
eclock yesterday morning, at about 
which time the disaster occurred. 

There were then 200,000 persons there, 
but finding themselves unable to dis- 
perse the refreshments and souvenirs 
1apidly enough by handing them to the 
applicants,they threw the memorial cups 
and packets of food Into the crowds 
and thus brought on the scramble 
which resulted so fatally. A hollow in 
the ground at the point where the 
€teatest crush occurred, formed a ver- 
itable death trap for hundreds of 
those who had started out In the early 
morning anticipating a day's enjoy- 
ment. Among the bodies a few have 
been found whose clothing indicates 
that they were not of the poorest class 
of the population. In one heap of the 
(lead Were found the bodies of two 
young ladies attired in fine clothes and 
Wearing diamond and turquoise rings. 

A majority of the victims were killed 
in the narrow passages between the 
bcoths erected for the distribution of 
the gifts, into which they were driven 
by the pressure of the immense masses 
Of people behind them. The struggles 
and screams of those thus forced into 
these passages as they were crushed 
to death against the booths or trampl- 
ed upon by the Surging crowd were 
appalling. Women and children form- 
ed by far the greater part of those 
who lost their lives, 
2 The full extent of the disaster was 
lot exaggerated in the first reports, 
The representative of the United Press 
W4S an eye-witness of the stampede of 
the great multitude of people gathered 
On the Plain, estimated to have num- 
bered fully 500,000, and the sight was 
one never to be forgotton for its hor- 
ror. After the crowd had been dis- 
persed by the police and militia, the 
field was strewn with the dead, who 
had been killed by being crushed, 
trampled upon or by suffocation A 
reat number of children were among 
the victims. In the wild rush of the 
frenzled crowd they were swept away 
from their parents or Others having 
them in charge, and their puny 
Strength availed them naught when 
pitted against the irresistible force of 
the struggling mob. 

The instant they stumbled and fell 
life was crushed out of them. But this 
Was also the case with many adults, 

It was officially announced this morn- 
ing that the total number of victims 
Was 1138. Most of them were Moujiks, 
from the provinces, a poor class of peo- 
ple, but among the number were many 
of the poverty-striken residents of Mos- 
cow and villages in the nelghborhood 
of the city, The fete was particularly 
for the benefit of this class of the popu- 
lation, and the middle classes generatiy 
held aloof from the entertainment or 
else visited the plain in the capacity 
of spectators

Rhodes, Hammond, Farrar and Phil- 
lips, the four leaders who were origin- 
ally condemned to death, has caused 
widespread rejoicing in the Transvaal 
and elsewhere in South Africa.

amount nearly $2,000,000 more. Up to 
§ o'clock last night the various relief 
committees report that $151,000 had 
bien subscribed toward the fund for al- 
jeviating the distress of the tornado 
victims in St. Louis, 

The condition of affairs in East St. 
Louis Is growing alarming. The resl- 
dents of that territory located near the 
river, known locally as the “Island,” 
&re facing starvation. There Is little 
to eat and no money with which to 
procure it. There js only one store in 
that section that was not totally des- 
troyed by the storm.

Nu 
more bodies were taken from the “Is- 
land” during the past 24 hours, and the 
work of searching for the supposed 
dead in the ruins has been practically 
Suspended on account of much more 
Urgent need of relieving the sufferings 
of the injured, feeding the hungry and 
affording shelter to the homeless.

An Hour with German Masters. 


On Saturday afternoon Mr. W. H, 
Dingle gave his second organ recital in 
Bridge st. church. Nothing could show 
more how much these recitals are apprecia- 
ted than the large number who attended, 
and the rapt attention with which all but a 
few, who should have behaved better, 
listened to the notes of the organ re-pond- 
ing to his touch, The selections he cave 
from the different German masters were 
well chosen and thoroughly representative, 
and even the youngest could enjoy them, 
and the least trained and ski'led could say, 
** this is music.” 

For the young musician it is something 
to hear the works of these grand masters 
played as they were by Mr. Dingle; {t will 
give them a desire to do something more 
than play or apoland the latest dance music 
or song und witl clovate the taste of all 
who heard. Handel's ‘‘ Minuetto” from 
“Samson,” followed by the well-known 
“Harmonious B81 cksmith,” was much en- 
joyed. Then came tn succession Haydn's 
“Andante,” known as the ‘Clock” 
movement, Mendelssohn's ** Soring 
Song.” Vrederick Lux’s ‘ O'Sanctissima,” 
which brouzhb outso bsautifally the fine 
air of the Mariner's Hymn. The music of 
Richard Wagner's “ Lohengrin” is not well 
known by many, but one could feel that all 
were straining thei: ears to hear every 
note of the opening part of the “ Prelude,” 
and Mr. Dingle proved himself master of 
all technical difficulties, as well as of the 
a.tofexpression. The two numbers that 
were repeated from the last recital, ‘An 
Hour in Paris,” were if possible, more 
enjoyed this time, and afforded an oppor- 
tunity of contrasting the genius of two 
great national schools. Mr. Dingle is 
worthy of all praise and thanks for the de- 
lightfal and most instructive hour he gives 
us once a month, and has proved himself a 
master of an instrument which is at once a 
power and a delight, appealing as it does to 
our deeper ns well as to ourartistic feelincs, 
The crrefully prepared programme merits 
more than a word of praise, and shows the 
versatility and care of the organist. The 
next recital will be given on Saturday 
June 27th. M. K. P.

A Farmers Reply. 

No. lL. 

A farmer of a neighboring constituency 
writes toa prominent farmer, residing not 
many miles from this city, asking what he 
should do in the comfng elections. The 
following is the reply : 

Dran——You have asked me what you 
should doin the coming election contest, 
whether you should support the Patron,the 
McCarthyite, the Grit, or the supporter of 
the present Government. You are aware 
that Iam not a politician, and very seldom 
take an active part in an election, but, I am 
a farmer, & Canadian, and a loyal British 
al hea As you have asked my opinion, I 
shall give it as briefly as possible, 

Ist the Patron.—Suppose that the car- 
penters, the shoemakers, the blacksmiths, 
the masons, the merchants, and each dif. 
ferent class, which go to make up our 
community, should form an association 
each hostile to all the rest, with the avowed 
purpose of raling this great Dominion, and 
to the exclusion of a the rest; in what a 
chaos would our country soon be ? 

No one class or calling can, alone, rule 
our creat Dominion, but each, dependent 
on the other, requires to be represented ac- 
cording to their respective Interests. The 
best man should be selected, and no matter 
to whatever class of the commuuity that 
representative of the great council of our 
nation may belong, he must volce the in- 
terests of those who sent him, or resign his 
seat, 

Some few years ago the Patron organiza- 
tion was started in our midst, ostensibly 
for the purpose of protecting farmers, its 
members, rom the extortion of merchants 
and middlemen, At that time, Mr, Mallory 
(who then professed to be a Conservative) 
and all other organizers of the order, stu- 
diously impressed upon the miuds of the 
people that they were nota political organ- 
ization—had uothing whatever to do with 
politics, that they were going to sccare the 
farmers’ cheap goods, Weil! all that has 
passed; the farmers soon found out that 
with ready cash they could every where 
purchase goods from the merchants cheap- 
er than from the Patron “Jand-sharks,” who 
endeavored to obtain from the wholesale 
men false invoices—invoices marked higher 
than what they actually paid for their mer- 
chandise, in order to show the farmers they 
were only charging a small percentage on 
the cost price, 

When the orzanization was considered 
Strong enough the manipulators threw off 
the musk and the Patrons appeared a fall 
pledged political party. It was originated 
and engineered from the beginning for the 

urpose of injuring the Conservative party 
in rural districts, and, in this they have so 
far succeeded. 

Daring the last provincial elections the 
Conservatives had a fair chance of securing 
the control of this province, but the Patrons 
stepped in and gave Sir Oliver Mowat a new 
lease of power, It was not astonishing that 
Mr, Meredith should retire in disgust. and 
the Conservative party in the local House 
is left with but little better than a name, 
While the Grits present a solid phalanx, 
with a majority over all. It is curious, 
ulso, to note the result of the Patron elec- 
tions; obser ve how many Grit Patrons were 
elected and only five Conservatives, 
Of course, the Patrons in the local House 
haye supported the Mowat Govt. as they 
were expected to do, They have not 
raised their voice against a single item in 
the public accounts or in the estimates, but 
nided and abetted the extravagance and 
corraption which they promised to the far- 
mers they would expose. Thoy sleep in 
thelr collars under the manager of the Grit 
Premier to rush out only whea the Govern- 
ment is in danger from some resolution of 
the Conservatives in the Interest of econ- 
omy and reform—in many cases a plank 
taken out of their own platform adopted 
during the Ontario elections, to fool the 
farmer and foist them into the Legislature, 

You will remember some years ago we 
had the “ Grangers, that was an imported 
Yankee institution; that society quickly 
outlived is usefulness. It did the farmers 
no good, but somebody made money out of 
it. 

The Patron isalso anoth x: Yaukee im- 
portation, and before another olection it 
will have gone the way of the other, In the 
meantime, some smallmen will bo elected 
to our legislatures=meu never heard of 
before, who will again soon sink into 
oblivion. In the meantime, also, somebody 
will have made money.

The Right Hon, 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonics, was among the first to 
congratulate Sir Charles on his accession 
to the premiership, Nono know better 
than &ir. Chamberlain that Sir Charlos 
on account of his intimate acquaintance 
with fiscal and Imperial questions, was 
the most eligible man for tho post. 

What Sir Charles Abandoned, 

Slurs, unmerited and ungenorous haye 
beon cast at Sir Charles.

Said he: ‘Reciprocity without an agreed 
assimilation of duties is an unsubstan- 
tial dream.’’ 

And these men, Cartwright & Co., 
talk about being loyal! They could not 
haye secured reciprocity, for James G. 
Blaine's idea was to staryo Canada into 
annexation. He would haye had the in- 
valuable aid of Laurier, Charlton, Cart- 
wright & Partners, if the Liberals had 
been victorious. 

Since 1891 some of the Grits have de- 
nied that they want reciprocity. Some of 
the more sensible members of tho party 
—but they are not ‘good Grits''—may 
not want it, Their leaders, mad with 
love for the States, do want it.

Gathering Up and Burying the 
Victims, 


Tho Ceronation Festivities Goldg on as 
Though Mad 
Es\imates Place the Number of Lost at 
5600—Pathetic Scenes as Nodics Were 
Consigned to the Barth—Uther Cabio 
News, 


Nothing Happened — 


Moscow, June 1—Every effort is be- 
Ing made to clear the Hodynsky Plain 
of the dead who lost their lives in the 
disaster of Saturday. ‘To-day a num- 
ber of bodies were found on the edges 
of the plain and in the villages arourd, 
The functions in connection with the 
coronation festivities being given 
as though nothing had happened. The 
pleasure resorts are open us usual. 

The police declare that they had no 
oficial power on the plain and could 
not interfere until it was too late, 

All the bodles of the victims were In- 
ferred to-day, About half of the dead 
Were identified, The unclaimed dead 
lied 11 trenches, 60 yards iong. Priests 
officiated at all the interments. Many 
pathetic scenes were witnessed as tne 
bodies were consigned to the carth. 
Thousands of persois were In the ceme- 
tery weeping and praying. 

The Standard's Moscow correspon- 
dent estimates the number of dead at 
3600, besides 1200 injured, who were 
taken to the hospitals. Most of the 
injured, he says, will die. The lowe: 
classes of the populace are Intensely 
exasperated and language can be heaid 
On the strects that at other times 
wceuld cause the speakers to b- severe- 
ly punished.

VOLUNTEERS FLOURISHING, 





Kallington Booth Says They Mave Sixty- 


Hight Organized Posts. 

Philadelphia, June 1—Ballington 
Booth spoke here to-day before a large 
audience. In the course of his address 
he said: 

“Mrs. Booth and myself had Intended 
to retire into private life for a much 
needed rest twelve weeks ago, but, 
backed by assurances from all over the 
country, we started the movement ef 
to-day. 

"It has been asserted that the Vol- 
unteers had but five posts, and that 
two of those posts had intended to g0 
back to the Salvation Army. The 
Volunteers have not lost two posts. On 
the contrary, the posts at Napenyille, 
iL, and Cedar Rapids, Mich., are 
stronger than ever. We have 68 offi- 
cered, organized posts, and a number 
more waiting for staff officers in-order 
to organize. In our war Office 48 offi- 
cers are employed, and we have a 
paper with a paid circulation of 19,000 
per week, 

“Iam not out of the Salvation Army 
of my own seeking.

ness of the boys, who “marched past” 
with all the spirit of regulars, the neat- 
ly uniformed lads of the Victoria In- 
dustrial School, with their pand, Dring- 
ing up the rear 

In College-avenue 
mouries, the proce 
bands of little girls 
with floral tributes, leading the way, 
and followed by the Veterans of '66, 
marching to the martial notes of the 
Queen's Own bugles. The boys’ drill 
companies completed the line. Thou- 
sands of people lined the avenue as 
the procession made its way to the 
Park, and another throng crowded 
around the monument, 

Arrived at the monument, the Vet- 
érans entered the enclosure, and the 
mound was used as a platform for 
the speakers. President Fahey, in 
opening the proceedings, eulogized 
those in whose memory the monument 
had been ralsed. He called upon 
Major-General Gascoigne, who Was 
greeted With enthusiasm as he began 
to speak. He paid a graceful tribute 
to the memory of the fallen volunteers, 
and said he regarded such occasions 
as highly important In teaching \pa- 
triotism to the rising generation. It 
Was possidle that on the younger citi- 
zens of Canada might devolve the de- 
fence of their country, and it was de- 
sirable that the boys of to-day should 
be trained’ so as to fit them for such 
an eventuality, 

The General placed a large wreath 
of flowers on the monument, the act 
being greeted with tremendous cheers, 
which were renewed as a Union Jack 
of flowers Was hung from the pedestal. 
Vhe other tributes, consisting of bas- 
kets, wreaths, shields, anchors, crosses 
and pyramids of the choicest flowers, 
were then tastefully arranged about 
the monument, and the other speakers 
proceeded. 

An eloquent address was that of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, who graphically 
portrayed the events leading up to the 
fatal 2nd of June, 1566, when Canada’s 
brave sons fell in opposing a band of 
lawless ruffians. Theirs was a noble 
death, and thelr memory should be 
held dear by the people of to-day. The 
young men of to-day will be ready, 
he was assured, to emulate the deeds 
of these brave men should occasion 
ever arise. 

The municipal authorities were ora- 
torically represented by Ald. Scott, 
who said it was a most desirable thing 
that patriotism should be one of the 
teachings of our schools, that in trou- 
blous times to come we may be cable 
to hold our own, 

The sentiments voiced by Dr. George 
R. Parkin, princ’pal of Upper Canada 
College, were greeted with great ap- 
plause. The Veterans of 1866, he said, 
represented that which makes nations 
great. No people ever became great 
except through toll and suffering, and 
such had been Canada’s experience 
Concluding a thoroughly patriotic ad- 
dress, he said: “It is in the assurance 
that we know the value of our country 
and are prepared to defend it that our 
future safety lies.” 

Chairman Hodgson of the Public 
School Board and Mr. Alexander Mutr, 
author of ‘The Maple Leaf,” were the 
other speakers, and both gave utter- 
ance to the most patriotic sentiments, 

Among those in the Veterans’ column 
were many prominent citizens who in 
1866 shouldered their rifles and march- 
ed to the defence of Canada.

To wet fry is to Immerse in hot fat; 
and this method it Is of which 
are so much afraid, and which consti 
tutes real frying. The firat necessity 
for it Is to have plenty of fat; sufli- 
clent, that is, to cover the food all 
over, so that the heat shall be con- 
veyed to every part ailke above and 
below. Nor need it be supposed that 
to use a quantity of fat thus Is extravya- 
gant. It is, on the contrary, economi- 
onl, as the fat can be used again and 
ayain, The small quantity of fat that 
is melted in a frying pan gets burnt, 
and is always thrown out, whereas fat 
properly cared for need never be 
thrown out; it is strained free from 
any little pleces of bread or batter 
that may have got into it, js washed 
when dirty, and can be constantly ro- 
newed, little pleces of fat being melted 
or drained Into it, thus keeping up Its 
bull and also its quality; it is never 
allowed to burn, because it is never 
left on the hot plate a moment after 
it has done its work, People who un- 
derstand frying treat fat most respect- 
fully, looking upon it as a household 
treasure. 

Not only should the fat used In fry- 
ing be perfectly dry, but the article 
to be fried should be dry also. ‘Noth- 
ing fries crisp that Is wet" is a rule 
in frying. It is by way of insuring 
dryness that so many people flour food 
that is to be fried, just before plunging 
it into the fat. Usually, also, the food 
is dipped in batter, or egged and bread 
ed before frying. It is well to remem- 
ber that egging and breading should 
be done some time, flouring immediate- 
ly before frying. To prevent accidents 
be careful that the pan used for fry- 
ing is not more than half full of fat. 
Also, when a frying basket is used 
(a great ald to successful frying) it 
should not be allowed to touch the

other. Should an accident occur when 
frying, the best thing to do Is to throw 
& strip of carpet or a thick cloth on 
the flame. With many people the first 
impulse would be to use water, but 
this would create steam, which might 
do as much harm as the flame. 

Fat for frying should, we know, be 
hot before the food to be fried is plung- 
ed into it;*but it is requisite to have 
a clear idea of what is meant by this. 
Bolling water registers 212 degrees <u 
the thermometer, but different fats 
boil at different temperatures, so it Is 
no guide to say fat must boll; and, as 
a matter of fact, fat must not boll; it 
must simply be hot enough to produce 
what the French graphically call the 
“surprise; that is, hot enough to con- 
tract the tissues of the meat and car- 
bonize its surface. 
this condition when it is still (water, 
of course, bubbles when it boils), and 
when a blue fume rises from the cen- 
ter. The ordinary domestic test Is a 
very good one. Throw a plece of bre 
into the fat. If it browns immediately, 
the fat 1s hot enough; if it remains pale 
the fat needs to heat a little longer. 
And, it may be added, the smaller the 
article to be fried, the hotter should be 
the fat. Supposing we coull test the 
heat of fat by a thermometer, we 
should let it attain a temperature of 
365 degrees for articles that need to 
be cooked through, and of 400 degrees 
for such as can be cooked instantly. 
We can rarely test the heat thus, but 
the fact shows that for some things 
the fat must be hotter than it is for 
others. 

It cannot be too strengly insisted 
upon that for successful frying the 
temperature of the fat Is a matter of 
supreme importance, When fried ar- 
ticles come to table broken, sodden, 
uneven and mottled-looking, the prob- 
ability is that they have been cooked 
in too little fat. When they come to 
table greasy, the fat has not been hot 
enough. A good brown color and a 
crisp, dry surface are the marks of 
good frying —London Queen,

Pointers in General Horse Buying That 


May Prove Serviceable, 


Ignorance of the good points of a 
horse, combined with the desire to get 
something cheap, is responsible for the 
many inferior horses of faulty confor- 
mation seen on our streets and boule- 
vurds. Many of them might be used 
as object lessons of all that a good 
horse ehould not be. Every man cau- 
not be a horseman, but nearly any one, 
by observing a few common sense, or 
horse sense, rules, can, with the help 
of an honest and capable veterinarian, 
buy a good looking, serviceable horse 
at a very moderate figure. Except 
where extreme speed is wanted, the 
Same general rules apply to horses of 
all kinds, and in buying kéep the fol- 
lowing don'ts in mind: 

Don't buy a long backed horse. Short 
coupled horses are the strongest and 
easiest to keep fat. 

Don't buy a horse with small or ele- 
phant eyes. Small eyed horses are apt 
to go blind. 

Don't buy a horse with a head out of

Tho official statemont of imports of rico 

into Canada show conclusively, as pointed 
out by the Montreal Journal of Commerce, 
that rice is not used at all generally, the 
per capita consumption amounting to only 
1.81 Ibs. on the average for five years, 
slightly in oxcess of 1] Ibs. That is, ox- 
clusive of the Chinese in British Columbia. 
So that the duty paid by each person (other 
than Chinese) and thereforo which might 
be sayed by putting rice on the free list, 
would be 1} Ibs. at 1}o duty, say, two and 
ono-fifth cents a year, while to a China. 
man who contributes to tho reyenue of the 
country hardly anything other than this 
duty on rice, and who uses 600 Ibs. per 
yoar, the saving would be $7.50. Surely 
some politicians who have boen demanding 
*‘justice to the poor,” have not studied 
this ‘‘ Chinese Question ""—or they would 
not Iay so much stress on a saving of two 
and one-fifth ceNTs to a white laboring 
man and seven and one-half poLLars of 
saving to his Mongolian competitor. 

But, let it not be forgotten, there was a 
duty of lc per Ib. on rico under the Grit 
tariff, so that the complaint of the Grit 
candidates is in reality founded on the in- 
crease of one-fifth. of two and one-fifth 
cents per year in the annual expenditure 
of each person in Canada for rice—that is 
to say, eleven-twenty-fifths of a cent per 
annum.

Wages and Prices. 


(Ottawa Citizen.) 

As the working classes are being appeal- 
od to by the opposition to vote against the 
present Government, and ns it is the ayow- 
ed polley of the Liberals to abolish protec 
tion aot bring In “free trade as they have 
it in England,” it may be as well to con: 
sider how the workingman stands at pre- 
sent compared with his position in 1878. 

Under the National Policy, as has been 
shown by the census, the number of work- 
men employed iw the manufacturing In- 
dustries of Canada has increased from 
251,035 In ISS1 to 367,865 in 1891. In the 
same ten years the wages paid increased 
froin $59,429,000 to $90,762,441, In 1871 the 
average wages earned amounted, including 
juen, Women and children to $217.35 In 1581 
it had risen to $232.82. In 1801 it was 
$270.50, There was therefore a steady rise 
in the rate of remuneration of labor, Each 
wor} man had more money in 1801 than he 
had ten years belore, tho rise paring taken 
place under the systein which the Liberals 
decry and which they say has lowered the 
condition and material comfort of the 
working classes. The figures that we 
have given are those returned by the census 
commissioners, but every workingman in 
Ottawa can test the facts by a local appli- 
cation In the case of his own trade and can 
prove for himself the truth and accuracy of 
these deductions. 

Wages are higher now in Ottawa than 
they were ten years ago, and considerably 
higher than they were in 1878. If the 
workingman has more dollars now than he 
had ten years ago, is he not compelled by 
this very system to pay more for what he 
consumes? Quite the reverse! There is 
no article of general consumption that is 
not cheaper ban it was 1878. Not only has 
the mechanic more dollars in his pocket 
but each dollar will purchase more of the 
necessaries of life now than it would then. 
One line of goods will su fice for illustration 
at present. The figures here given have 
been obtained from a firm dealing in the 
article mentioned for many years previous- 
ly to 1878 and still doing so in 1895.

VIVID PICTTRES OF THE GREAT 
DRAMA OF LIFE. 


Kasia For 


an Eloquent aud Hortatory Sormon 


The Small Settings of Life 

Washington, May 30.—Rev. Dr. Tal- 
mage, in this discourse, sets forth the 
causes of failure in Hfe, drawing ob 
a Biblical reference ta the theatre for 
startling illustration. His text was 
Job xxvil, 23; "Men shall clap thelr 
hands at him and shall hiss him out 
of his place.”’ 

This allusion seems to be dramatic 
The Bible more than once makes such 
allusions. Paul says, “We are made 
a theatre or spectacle to angels and 
to men.” It Is evident from the text 
that some of the habits of theatre- 
goers were known in Job's time, be 
cause he describes an actor hissed off 
the stage. The impersonator comes 
on the boards, and, either through 
lack of study of the part he is to take 
Or inaptness or other inoapachy, the 
audience Is offended and expresses its 
disapprobation and disgust by hissing, 
“Men shall clap their hands at him 
and shall hiss him out of Is place.” 

My text suggests that each one of 
us Is put on the stage of this world 
to take some part. What hardship 
and suffering and discipline great 
actors have undergone year after year 
that they might be perfected in their 
parts you have often read. But we 
put on the stage of this life to repre- 
Sent charity and faith and humility 
and helpfulness—what little prepara- 
tlon we have made, although we have 
three galleries of spectators, earth and 
heaven and hell! Have we not been 
more attentive to the part taken by 
others than to the part taken by our- 
selves, and, while we needed to be 
looking at home and concentrating on 
our own duty, we have been oriticls- 
ing the other performers and saying, 
“that was too high,” or “too low,” or 
“too feeble,” or “too extravagant,” or 
“too tame,” or “too demonstrative,” 
While we ourselves were making a 
dead failure and preparing to be 
ignominiously hissed off the stage ? 
Bach one ts assigned a place, No super- 
numeraries hanging around the drama 
of life to take this or that or the other 
part, as they may be called upon. No 
one can take our place. We can take 
no other place. Neither can we put 
off our character. No change of ap- 
Parel can make us any one else than 
that which we eternally are. 

Many make a failure of their part 
In the drama of life through dissipa- 
tlon. They have enough {ntellectual 
equipment and good adress and 
genlality unbounded. But they have a 
Wine closet that contains all the forces 
for thelr soclal and business and 
moral overthrow. So far back as the 
year 959 King Edgar of England made 
a law that the drinking cups should 
have pins fastened at a certain point 
in the side, so that the indulger might 
be reminded to stop before he got to 
the bottom, But there are no pins pro- 
Jecting from the sides of the modern 
Wine cup or beer mtg and the first 
point at which milions stop {s at the 
gravelly bottom of thelr own grave. 
Dr. Sax of France has discovered 
something which all drinkers ought to 
know. He has found out that alcohol 
In every shape, whether of wine or 
brandy or beer, contains parasitic life, 
bacillus petumcr By a powerful 
microscope these living things are dis- 
covered, and when you take strong 
drink you take them Into the stomach 
and then into your blood, and, getting 
into the crimson canals of life, they 
£0 Into every tissue of your body, and 
your entire organism Is taken pos- 
session of by these noxious infinites!- 
mals. When in delirium tremens a 
min sees every form of reptillan life. 
it seems it Is only these parasites of 
the brain In exaggerated size. It is 
not an hallucination that the vict!m Is 
suffering from. He only sees in the 
room what is actually crawling and 
rioting In his own brain, Every time 
you take strong drink you swallow 
these maggots, and every time the 
imbiber of alcohol In any shape feels 
vertigo or rheumatism or nausea {t Is 
only the jubilee of these maggots. Ef- 
forts are being made for the discovery 
of some germicide that can kill the 
parasites of alcoholism, but the only 
thing that will ever extirpate them is 
abstinence from alcohol and teetotal 
abstinence, to which I would before 
God swear all these young men and 
old

lazy to do what they can do and want 
to undertake that which they cannot 
do, In the drama of life they don't 

Want to be a common soldier, carry- 
ing oa halherd across the stage, or a 
falconer, or & mere attendant, and so 
they lounge about the scenes till they 
shall be called to be something great. 
After awhile, by some accident or pros- 
perity or circumstances, they get into 
the place for which they have no 
qualifications, and very soon, if the 
man be a merchant, he is going around 
asking his creditors to compromise for 
10 cents on the dollar, or, if a clergy- 
man, he Is making tirades against the 
ingratitude of churches, or, if an at- 
torney, by unskilful management he 
loses a case by which widows and or- 
phans are robbed of their portion, or, 
if a physician, he, by malpractice, 
gives his patient rapid transit from 
this world to the next.

MURDER OF JOB MARTIN, 


Matthow Fraser Arrested as an Accessory 
Before the Pact, 
Toronto, June 6. 

Matthew Fraser was locked up at Po- 
lice Headquarters last night,the charge 
against him being that he was an 
accessory before the fact of the mur 
der of Joe Martin at the Woodbine 
racetrack on Tuesday night, April 38. 
In the opinion of the Crown authori- 
tles the evidence brought out at last 
night's session of the inquest warrant- 
ed the arrest of Fraser, who has been 
under surveillance for some time. 

The prisoner is & son of the murder- 
ed man’s cousin, Mrs. Fraser, who re- 
sides In Trinity-place, where Martin 
stayed for some time, and regulatly 
visited while in the city. Fraser was 
employed by Martin for a few days 
just prior to the murder, and the ev!- 
dence showed that he knew Martin 
had money and had at one time sug 
gested that it would pay to hold him 
up. Fraser is only about 21 years of 
age. He Js of slight stature and does 
not appear to be @ very intellectual 
fellow, He took his arrest very calm- 
ly, but his mother, who was present, 
Was much affected. She claims that 
it will be easy to prove that her boy 
is entirely innocent. 

When Coroner Powell reopened the 
inquest last night a number of friends 
of Fraser and the witnesses were pre- 
sent In the court room. Detective 
Cuddy and Crown Attorney Dewart 
were there in the Interest of the 
Crown, while Barrister Robinette was 
watching the Interests of Terry and 
Graham, two of the witnesses who are 
being watched by the detectives. 

After a session of three hours the 
inquest was again adjourned. It will 
be cencluded on Thursday, June ll, 

Patrick Clarke Terry, who owns & 
cigar store at 436 Queen-street east, 
gave some very important evidence, 
Fraser was a frequent visitor at his 
establishment and on Saturday, April 
25, asked Terry to lend him a club, as 
he and another fellow had a job to 
hold up a pedlar. The job did not 
take place, however, as Fraser said 
they were too late getting to the 
stable. Fraser was continually at 
Terry's store, and in bad company, 
with a man named Ha Harper,who 
is now in jail serving a term for lar- 
ceny. On the night Martin was as- 
saulted Fraser and Harper went to 
Terry's place at about midnight and 
stayed for the rest of the night, Fraser 
left early in the morning and did not 
say where he had been the night be- 
{cre 

Witness Terry had met Joe Martin 
a year ago and Fraser had told him 
that Martin would be worth “holding 
up,” as he had seen him count out 
$2550 In cash. Asked by Mr. Dewart 
as to his own whereabouts on the 
night of the assault, Terry explained 
in an amusing manner that the day on 
which Martin was assaulted had been 
his birthday and he got “quite a jag 
on.” Consequently his mind failed 
him in some connections. 

John Fleming, 8 St. David-street 
had a conversation with Fraser after 
the Martin ult. Fraser sald that 
Martin had $3050 when he came to 
Toronto, so he had been robbed of 
$1000. Fraser also sald that Martin 
carried a gun under his pillow at the 
stable.

Cannot Picead in Ontario Courts —

Yesterday the benchers of the Law 
Scclety of Ontario decided not to ad- 
mit women to practice at the ba 
Five ycars ago Miss Clara Brett Mi 
tin, a young lady of strong mind, set 
out to open up the legal profession for 
herself and her sisters. She articled 
in an office and took up the Law 
Schol course, with the resuit tnat she 
Passed her tinal examination a couple 
of weeks ago. ‘ 

In anticipation of thus concluding 
her studies, two sessions since, 
got her friends in the Ontarlo Legisla- 
ture to pass an act allowing women to 
be called to the bar on condition that 
the Law Society Benchers gave their 
consent, 

This important proviso in the act 
the Benchers yesterday took advant- 
age of, voting down Miss Martin's ap- 
Plication by a division of 9 to 6. 

Miss Martin cannot, therefore, plead 
in the courts of Ontarlo, but she may 
practice as a solicitor, that is to say, 
she may conduct such legul business

will bo lacking in their duty in ‘the future 
if they do not go further into debt in order

THE PRESIDENT. 


The President of the Conference, the | 
Rev, "Thomas Metealfo Campbell, was boru 
in tho township of Hawkesbury on tho Dch 
of November, 1839, Shortly after his 
bitth his parents moved to Dundas, where { 
Mr. Oninpboll received hia carlior educa- 
tion ; afterwards he attended a business 
colloge, intending to doyote his life to 
mereautilo pursuits. The death of his 
fathor in ‘59 deepened the conviction he 
had had for years, but against which he 
fought, that he should deyote his life to 





one of which is the building of the Trent 
Valley Canal. The new facilities created 
help the existing ones. The building of 
the Intercolonial and Canadian Pacific 
Railways have increased the country’s 
traflic, and the Grand Trunk has shared in 
tho increase. 

The debt of the Dominion is 253 millions 
of dollars, just $50 each for its five millions 
of inhabitants, which we are not asked to 
pay. We have only to pay the interest at 
the rate of three per cent. per annum, that 
comes to $1.50 a year, or 3 cents a wook 
for every person in Canada, Would you, 
if you could, said Mr, Johnson, blot out 
the debt, save your 3 cents a week, and 
give up all that that expenditure is bring- 
ing you of material advantage and pride 
in seeing your country one of the foremost 
in the world ? The Government is worthy 
of being sustained on that point alone. 

The benefits of the National Policy and 
the system of protection was the next sub- 
ject dealt with, the speaker proving by 
striking facts the advantages of the policy, 
in creating ani maintaining home indus- 
tries and providing employment for our 
own people, Shall Canadians manufacture 
for themselves or shall Americans manu- 
facture for them? Shall Canadian fac- 
tories continue to exist and increase, and 
go on providing employment for our owk 
people, or shall they be shut up and our 
people be forced to leave the Dominion to 
seok employment in a now hostile country ? 
That is the plain question which any voter 
can understand. Although Mr, Ritchie 
says in his address that there is not one 
person in a thousand who understands the 
trade question, he, the speaker, ventured 
to say that the men before him were quite 
as capable of undertanding the question as 
Mr. Ritchie was. Just analyze that 
egotistical statement of Mr. Ritchie. 
There are abut three thousand yoters in 
West Hastings ; according to Mr. Ritchie 
just three voters in the riding have in- 
telligence enough to know what the trade 
policy really is. One of the three is, of 
course, Mr. Ritchie himself, so that there 
are only two men in Belleville, Trenton 
and Sidney, besides Mr. Ritchie, who ar- 
qualified to yote on the most important 
question in the present election. The 
vwople of West Hastings would not thank 
Ir. Ritchie for his low opinion of them. 

The speaker next dealt with the opinions 
propounded by Mr, Ritchie ina pamphlet 
which he published some years ago in 
which he declared there should be no pri- 
vate ownership of land, Mr, Johnson 
asked the men before him who owned or 
hoped to have their own house and lot 
what they thought of such a doctrine, held 
by a man who asked them to send him to 
Parliamenc. 


The Manitoba School question was next |, 


dealt with, and from the British North 
American Act as well as the Manitoba Act, 
which the speaker had with him, he proved 
that the Government was not forcing 
Separate Schools on Manitoba. The com- 
pact between the Provinces that originally 
formed the Dominion, as well as the later 
compact by which Manitoba entered Con- 
federation, guaranteed to tho « minority, 
whether Roman Catholic or Protestant, 
the right to all the privileges enjoyed prior 
to Confederation. One of those privileges 
was Separate Schools. Our Protestant 
fellow countrymen in Quebec are to-day 
enjoying that privilege, generously and 
fully accorded to them by the Roman Cath- 


olic majority. Jf by any act 
of ours, or by any negloct of 
ours the Roman Catholic’ minority 


in Manitoba should be’ deprived of their 
right to Separate Schools, guaranteed to 
them by the Manitoba Act, passed by tho 
Dominion Parliament and ratified by the 
Imperial Parliament, then what right 
have we to expect that the privileges now 
enjoyed by the Protestants of Quebec will 
be continued to them ? There is ouly one 
rule of conduct in this muattor—*t Do to 
others as you would that others sliould do 
to you.” Following that rulo the Goy- 
ernment, be it Conservative or Reform, 
are bound by duty to remedy the griey- 
ance of any minority, whether it be Pro- 
testant or Catholic. That duty isin the 
Canadian and no Govern- 
ment can be released from it unless tho 
power that put it there, namely, the 
Imperial Parliament, removes it. 

Mr. Johnson resumed his 
loud applause. 

Messrs. D. Gunn and W. D. Robb were 
on the platform.

THE SECRETARY. 

The Rey. W. J. Young is a son of the 
late yenerable and universally. beloved 
Roy. Win. Young, of Trenton, one of tho 
second generation of pioneer Methodist 
preachers, Although not born in Prenton, 
and, like all Methodist ministers’ sons, 
ray be said ** to Lave been brought up all 
over,” Mr. Young may be called a ‘Trenton 
man, as in this place he received most of 
his education ; here’ he commenced his 
active Sbristian life, was a teacher ‘a 
Wesley church Sunday Schoo), appoint-d 
a local preachor by that church, and recom- 
monded by it for the ministry.

The Ministerial Secrotary 
is changed every year, and as a conse- 
quence knows little of tho details of his 
duties. Fortunately he has at his elbow a 
yontleman who is conversant with it all, 
and it is freely edmitted that but for Mr. 
Clarke the President, the Secretary and 
the Conference would get into many a 
tangle, Mr. Clarke is also a Methodist 
preacher's son, ho is a merchant in Mill- 
brook, Superintendent of the Methodist 
Sunday School there, and active in every 
good word and work,

ment, however, does not stand still, 
and at such a time as the present, 

When closer relations between the dif 
ferent portions of the Empire are be- 
ing discussed and the prospective en- 
ormous development of the Canadian 
rcute is so patent, the work which 1s 
being done by the Marine Department 
in the direction indicated Is deserving 
of some consideration. 

There are at the present time seven 
tidal] stations in operation along the 
lower St. Lawrence, the Gulf and the 
Atlantic coast. ‘These are in close con- j 
tiguity to the principal ports or shlip- 
ping routes approaching our const. 
This year, for the first time, tide tables 
for Quebec and Halifax have been pub- 
lished In the leading almanacs, based 
on the actual work of the Government 
survey. In the past tables of this char- 
acter have been framed largely on 
guess work, With these tables tidal 
differences are also given for the lower 
St. Lawrence, thereby enabling vessels 
to know more accurately the tidal cur- 
rents they may expect to meet with. 
It Is proposed for this season to deter- 
mine tidal differences for some of the 
more important harbors inside the 
Gulf, notably Pictou and Georgetown, 
When this information js definitely ob- 
tained it will be possible to include 
these ports In the tide tables to be pre- 
pared in future. Mr. Dawson will be 
leaving in a few days for the Gulf In 
order to extend observations in that 
portion of the shipping route lying be- 
tween the east end of Anticostl and 
Belle Isle, the specific object of his 
trip being to determine the course of 
the currents in this important stretch 
of water, 

The Secretary of the Dominion Rifle 
Association has been notified that at 
the coming Bisley meet there will be 
20 matches, in which either the Lee- 
Metford rifle or carbine will be used. 
These may be considered extras and 
are altogether supplementary to the 
matches in which the Canadian con- 
tingent will take part as a team. In 
order to give our Bisley men a chance 
to secure something In these Lee-Met- 
fcrd matches, rifles of this description 
are to be supplied to the team forth- 
with,the understanding being that they 
will themselves procure the requisite 
.203 ammunition, which may be ob- 
tained In Montreal. 

A petition, extensively signed, has 
been received from the salmon can- 
ners on the Skeena River, asking for 
a change In the weekly close season, 
which now lasts from 6 a.m. of Satur- 
day to 6 p.m. of Sunday. The canners 
ask that the close time extend from 
Saturday noon until Sunday midnipnt. 
The Methodist missionaries on the 
Skeena strongly urge this also, as the 
Christian Indians prefer it, It seems 
they do not care to have to take to the 
boats at 6 o'clock on Sunday evening. 
Under the circumstances, Mr. Costigan 
has granted the request. 

Last fall, it will be remembered, the 
Government cruiser Petrel, Capt.Dunn, 
captured a Detroit tug and garbage 
scow in the Canadian waters of tne 
Detroit River. For many months pre- 
vious complaint had been made that 
the Detroit authorities were dumping 
garbage in our waters, and great satis- 
faction was expressed around Amberst- 
burg when the parties were caught in 
flagrante delicto and convicted. Now, 
it appears that Capt. Delpler, the cap- 
tain of the mud scow, and his men 
have sent In claims to the British Gov- 
ernment for illegal seizure and impris- 
cnment, claiming damages to the 
amount of $20,000, The Home authori- 
ties have, in the natural course of 
events, referred the claim back to the 
Canadian Government. 

_Reports have been received at the 
Fisheries Department from British Col- 
umbla stating that United States seal- 
ing Vessels ure illegally shipping Cana- 
dian Indlans as hunters on their seal- 
ing vessels. As this is contrary to the 
law, the Government steamer Quadra 
as been sent to the west coast of

” clusion follows that business in Canada has 
not as yet made perceptible progress out 
of the dullness that has marked it for 
three or four years past. Mr. Drum- 
moad’s admirable epitome of the situation 
makes this apparent. There was a good 
harvest, taken all round, in 1895, and a 
large output of agricultural products gener- 
ally, but the bane of low prices remains. 
If cheapness is a desideration, then there 
would not be much to complain of, but the 
common complaint of the day is that every- 
thingis too cheap, True, the wage earn- 
ers profit ; the artisan, mechanic and oper- 
ative is able to make a dollar go farther in 
times like the present, and the increase in 


an sdyantage to the large-salaried class of 

the community, but producers find small 
comfortin the philosophy of cheapness, 

and, upon the whole, we incline to the 

view that high prices are consistent 

with prosperity and the accumulation of 

wealth. Canada, however, was last year 

spared the blight of small production coinci- 

dent with low prices. The wheat crop was 

greater by 14,350,000 bushels than in 1895, 

tho hay crop of Quebec was most bounti- 

ful, the live stock trade was probably the 
largest in the history of the country, and 
the output of dairy products was well 
maintained. Business was pronounced 
fairiy good in Quebec, and sound in Mani- 
toba, by Mr. Clouston, a condition attri- 
butable to the large hay crop and dairy 
product in the one, and to the great wheat 
crop and cattle trade in the other province. 
It is not many years since the state of 
affairs in Manitoba occasioned not a little 
anxiety to bankers and others having loans 
and investments there, so that the im- 
proved condition of business, as attested 
by the fact that the payment in arrears to 
the loan companies operating in Manitoba 
are only 1.7 per cent. of their loans, is a 
most gratitying circumstance. Some of 
the barometers of commerce, at least, give 
fair readings. Railway earnings, for ex- 

ample, haye vastly improyed over last 

year. In the four months, January to 
April inclusive, Canadian Pacific receipts 
exceeded those of the corresponding period 
in 1895 by no less than $1,158,000, while 
in the month of April alone Grand Trunk 
earnings showed a betterment of $40,000. 
Thon foreign trade has expanded, Taking 
the ten months, July to April inclusive, 
for the last and the current fiscal year, the 
exports and imports of the Dominion thus

The repor. 1.Ac directs attention to 
the fact that exports from the United 
States to Canada increased from $36,- 
000,000 in 1891 to $50,000,000 In 1894 with- 
out the aid of reciprocity. In the same 
period the exports to all the (West In- 
dies increased only $7,500,000, while of 
those to all South America the value 
fell from $33,226,000 to $32,644,000. 

“Our actual commercial interests 
with our northern neighbors,” the re- 
port continues, ‘are greater than those 
with elther of the two great divisions 
of the Indies and South America, and 
have been maintained in spite of every 
discouragement the ingenuity of inter- 
ested legislation could devise, as well 
as of commercial disturbance and dis- 
aster. From 1886 to 1891 genera] trade 
with American countries was on the 
increase, and would have increased had 
no reciprocity schemes been adopted.” 

The question js asked jn thtis connec- 
tion if reciprocity agreements were es- 
Sential agents in maintaining trade 
with the contracting countries, and 
if their abrogation struck a dan- 
gerous blow at thls trade, how does it 
happen that exports were in some 
cases greater in 1895 than in 1893? 

It is then shown that this was the 
case with our exports to Honduras, 
Guatemala, Nicaragua, Salvador, San 
Domingo and Brazil.

A Hoen's Lifework. 

My part Plymouth Rock hen was 
hatched in April, 1887. Begun laying 
{n Ootober, 1887, and died in October, 
1895. Below is her egg yield during 
the 8 years, beginning with 1887: 163, 
178, 140, 186, 145, 113; 127; 53; total 1100 
eges. She was never allowed to sit, 
as I use my poorer layers for hatching. 
After 3 years old she laid three months 
ata stretch. For several years, while 
I had a few hens, I kept an accurate 
record of each one's eggs, my object 
being to set eggs only from the best 
layers. I have several hens three 
years eld, and over raised from egrs 
of the old hen whose record Is given 
above and they are extra good layers 
and rarely want to sit. From gy ex-

If there is one class in the community 
‘who, more than any other, owe a debt 
| of gratitude to the Conservative party—the

Kingdom could be arranged, <A mo- 
dcrate scheme of preferential treat- 
ment, Sir Donald said, need not lead 
to measures of retaliation. He ex- 
pressed doubt, In the face of a 
commercial union of the component 
communities of the British Empire, 
whether other countries would initiate 
a policy of retaliation, Germany and ihe 
United States surely could not object, 
inasmuch as they had adopted a policy 
of preferential treatment themselves.

Willlam Seaman batiered to death 
an old Jew, John Levy, aged 75, in his 
house In Whitechapel at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon of Saturday, April 4, 
and afterwards murdered his house- 
keeper, a Woman named Gale, by cul- 
ting her throat. Levy, who was a re- 
tired leather dealer, kept his money in 
gold in his house, and Seaman, when 
he got into the house, thought its in- 
mates would be at the Synagogue. He 
Was seen climbing in the roof, and a 
cry was raised. He jumped from a 
wall in trying to escape, and injured 
himself. 

Henry Fowler and 
broke into Muswell Lodge, in the 
northwestern district of London, on 
the night of February 13, and myrder- 
ed its owner, Henry Smith, a retired 
engineer, aged 79, who led the life of 
a recluse, They got away with £500 
in sovereigns, and were not captured 
until after a police chase of two 
months, Fowler, a powerful, ferocious 
ruffian, made a desperate struggle for 
freedom, and had to be strapped to a 
stretcher to be taken to the station. 
At the end of the trial he made a 
murderous attack on his companion, 
Millsom, who had made a confession 
admitting the burglary and blaming 
Fowler for the murder, Fowler lifted 
Millsom off his feet by the hair and 
dashed him to the floor, and almost 
smashed the dock to -pleces before he 
Was overpowered and dragged below 
by elght policemen. Both men had 
spent most of their lives in convict 
prisons, generally for robbery with 
violence. 

Mrs, Annie Dyer, aged 58, who was 
convicted of having murdered a num- 
ber of infants, the bodies of some of 
whom were found In the river, will 
be hanged in Newgate to-morrow. H

The form 
of return Was changed a yeur or two 
ago, yet the figuics published last week }| 
show two forms, one of which. the 
old kind, was used by Lieut.-Col, Otter 
in No, 2 district, where the Queen's 
Own and 18th Batt. were inspected. 
The other districts used th néwer 
form, which is altogether diffdrent. 
The columns for which points aro al- 
lowed are different, and the maximum 
points vary so much that there Is no 
way of figuring how the distr.cts com- 
pare with one another. Even in com- 
puting their scores at the rifle range, 
where the column reads “1-2 per cent. 
sccre,”’ one form makes this to mean a 
maximum of 50 points, while the other 
reads it 16.8. To get over ail this dif- 
ficulty It is understood that there Is 
now in course of preparation by the 
Militla Department a revised form of 
return for use by all districts, aud 
that the newly-appointed inspecting 
officers have agreed upon a standard 
for each branch of the service. It is 
said to be quite unlikely that in fu- 
ture these returns will be published 
in general orders, but rather that 
they will be confined strictly to the 
districts. In this way it is hoped that 
an immense amount of friction now 
worked up between regiments, toge- 
ther with the opportunity for saying 
many harsh things, will be avoided.

Smith came in as representing the Reform 
Executive.

JOOKHY MARTIN'S BON, 


Ile Lives at Picton and Wautse a bhare 


of the Dead Man's Eatate. 


(Toronto News) 

Tho recent tragic death of Jockey Joe 
Martin, at the hands of some person or 
persons at present unknown, has raised an 
interesting legal point which is to come 
up at Brockyillo to-morrow before Judge 
McDonald.

SIR CHARLES AT BROCKVILLE, 


The Premicr Deals With the Questions 
of the Day Uofore a Big 
Gathering. 

Brockville, Ont., June 9.—Sir Charles 
Tupper arrived here this afternoon at 
4 o'clock by special train on the C.P.R. 
He was at once escorted to the opera 
house by Hon. J. FF. Wood and a num 
ber of leading Conservatives, the pro- 
cession being headed by the Island 
City Band. The opera house was well 
filled, both political parties being well 
represented. Robert Bowie Wis ap- 
pointed chairman, and at once intro 
duced Sir Charles Tupper, who spoke 
for an hour and 40 minutes, dealing 
chiefly with the trade policy of the 
Government. He deyoted considerable 
time to a severe denunciation of 
D'Alton MoCarthy and finished with a 
brief reference to the Manitoba school 
Question and the Remedial Bill. 
Speaking of the Manitoba schools, he 
Sald that Separate schools for the Pro- 
Vinces of Ontario, Quebec and Mani!- 
toba were provided for in the con- 
Stitution at the time of Confedera- 
tion. The Catholic minority in Mani- 
toba had a grievance, the Government 
had the Queen's mandate to remedy 
that grievance and they were bound to 
do it. There was very little cheering 
during the course of Sir Charles’ ad- 
dress and only a few slignt interrup- 
tions. The meeting closed with cheers 
for the Queen, Tupper and Wood, ana

AFRAID OF LIGHT. 


The Kingston Meoting Was Mado Di:order- 
ly by Liberals. 

Kingston, June 9—Very noisy was 
the gathering in the City Hall to-night 
addressed by Sir Charles Tupper and 
D. McIntyre. The Premier arrived at 
7.380 o'clock from Brockville, and after 
the reception at the station and a se- 
renade by the 14th P.W.O. Rifles' band 
he was com’ucted to the City Hall, 
which was densely crowded. He was 
cordially received. Mr, James Swift, 
President of the Conservative Assocla- 
tion, presided. 

After a bend selection Mr. Donald 
McIntyre, Conservative candidate, 
made the opening address, occupying 
an hour in reviewing the Manitoba 
school question, and giving his rea- 
sons for maintaining and supporting 
the action of the late Government. 
He declared for the upholding of the 
constitution and the restoration of 
rights ruthlessly taken away from the 
Catholic minority in Manitoba. He 
called upon Liberal-Conservatives not 
to be turned aside by a side wind, as 
the question undoubtedly was, but to 
recall the other mamentous question 
and maintain Conservative principles 
and policy. If the party was united 
victory was assured. 

During Mr. MclIntyre’s address the 
fire alarm rang. Mr. Melntyre said 
it was a trick of the enemy, and asked 
the citizens to remain. Several times 
as he spoke the name of “ Liberals” 
applause followed. 

Sir Charles Tupper was warmly re- 
ceived, and from the start suffered se- 
vere heckling. He began with express- 
ing his tired condition, when a vo.ce 
roared out, “It will be worse on the 
23rd of June." Cheers and counter 
cheers followed as Sir Charles ques-' 
tioned the prophecy and’ told his friend 
not to boast until he head laid off his 
armor. He lauded Sir John Macdon- 
ald, regretved his absence from the re- 
cent decoration af his grave, and cred- 
ited him with xigante achlevements 
during his carear, and this he claimed, 
toa, in face of opposition from the Lib- 
eral party. Not one single stone had 
they reared! in the structure. 

Sir Charles proceeded to 
Laurier’s atthude on many questions 
and declared that in 1891 he (Sir 
Charles) had stood in Kingston and 
prophesied that the unrestricted recl- 
procity plawnk of the Liberals would 
fall Edward Blake in a letter sald 
the same thing after the election. Sir 
John Macdonald said he 4Sir Charles) 
had increased the late Premier's ma- 
jority in Kingston enormowsly in 1891, 

The gathering broke up with cheers 
for the Queen, Melntyre, Tupper and 
Laurier

aystem of the colonk 


Phird ,that England and the colo~ 
nics should have free trade mmong 
themselves with a compromise Enge- 


lish tariff for certain foreign imports. 


Having pointed out the defects of the 
first and second proposals, and de- 
clared that there was not the slight 
est chance that either would be adopt- 
ed within a reasonable thne, he took 
up the third plan, which would estab- 


lish free trade within the Empire and 
leave the separate contracting parties 
free to arrange thelr own tariffs on 
foreign imports. At this polnt he re- 
duced his proposal made at the Can- 
adu banquet to a more practical form. 
He considered it an essential condi- 
tion that Great Britain should consenc 
to replace the import duties on articles 
Which were largely produced in the 
colonies. The schedule which he sug- 
gested comprised wheat, wool, sugar, 
and other articles of enormous con- 
sumption In Tngland, which were pro- 
duced on @ large scule by the colonies, 
and which might, under the conditions 
ofr an Imperial zollverein, be wholly 
produced by British labor, 

Mr Chamberlain, in proposing an 
English duty on wool, seémed wholly 
unconscious that he was knocking the 
bottom out of the Wilson tarim in 
America; likewise, including wheat, 
meat and other food products In the 
English schedule of dutlable goods 
He passed lightly over the fact that 
he was repudiating the fundamental 
principles of Cobden and Bright. He 
also proposed a duty on sugar, with: 


; Cut commenting upon the effect which 


would be produced upon) wade with 
Germany and the continent, 

His one controlling idea was the 
necessity of a compromise free trade 
System in order tu bring about Impe- 
perlal federation and strengthen the 
bund of union between the Mother 
Country and the colonies throughout 
the world.This is considered the great 
est object which an Englishman coula 
pursue in what he belleved was 4 cri- 
Heal stage of Imperial history. 

His speech was loudly applauded by 
‘he delegates from Canada, the Ww: 
Indies, Australla,. South Africa and 
Other colonies. It can hardly fall toe 
produce a profound impression in Eng- 
land, and will cause more discussion 
than any other speech made for y rs. 
Mr. Chamberlain describes himself 
4s a convinced free trader, but his 
proposal for a British zollverein in- 
Volves the abandonment of Cobden’s 
principles.

Ottawa, June 10.—(Special.)—J. R. 
Booth, Ottawa's multi-millionarire, [s 
& man who is destined to be well 
known by the people of western On- 
tarlo ere long. As president and prac- 
tically the owner of the Ottawa and 
Parry Sound Railway, he controls 600 
miles of railw ay running from Rouge's 
Point to Ottawa, and thence across 
Ontarlo and shortly to reach Parry 
Sound. Mr. Booth is a self-made man, 
and although his political sympathies 
are known to be with the Government 
he has never been an active politician. 
Recognizing the supreme importance 
of the issues at stake in this contest, 
Mr, Booth last night went over to 
Hull and spoke on Mr. J. M. McDou- 
gall's behalf. His words are deserv- 
ing of consideration by every fair- 
minded man in Canada. He “declared 
in unmistakable terms his belief in the 
600d and lasting benefits that had ace 
Crued to the country as a result of 
the inauguration of the National 
Policy. He told the workingmen who 
WERE Bathered around him—and fully 
#0 per cent. of those in attendance 
were of that Class—that if Tree trade 
were to become an accomplished fact 
in Canada, they would simply-be un 
able to earn a living”’and would have 
to leave the country. Dealing with the 
Question from an argumentative stand- 
Point, Mr. Booth contended that the 
popular belief that protection Increas- 
€d the price of an article was an ut- 
ter fallacy. The fact of the matter 


He gave as an instance the article of 
y nails, on which the American 
Government placed a protective tariff 
of $1.25 per hundred pounds. So safe- 
ly Were the manufacturers protected 
from forelgn competition that wire 
nail factories sprang up all over the 
country, and the article now sold for 
$1 per hundred pounds, or 26 cents 
less than the duty,and the same rul¢ 
applied to other cases. Mr. Booth 
declared that if he had his way every 
article that could be manufactured in 
the country wouifl be protected so 
highly that {t would be impossible for 
&oods from the United States to come 
in—that Is, while the United Statés 
persisted in keeping a tariff from 60 
to 70 per cent. on goods going into 
tieir country. When the Americans 
Were willing to have reciprocity on 
equal terms. Mr. Booth thought Cana- 
dians would be Willing to take thelr 
chances, but to throw our markets 
open to them would be a_ suicidal 
policy. In conclusion, he told his lise 
teners that it Was in their own Inter- 
ests that they should vote for the can- 
didate of the Government, which 
would leave the affairs of the country 
In this respect on their present satis-

A FARMER MURDERED,

The gentlemen who have interfered to 
prevent the conferring by Toronto Uni- 
versity ofa distinguished ‘honor upon a 
traitor to the country in which he lives, 
such as Goldwin Smith, are deserving of, 
and will receive, the thanks of all the 
loyal people of Canada,

annexationists ; and if the Senate of 
Toronto University, in the face of the 
protests made and theic endorsation by 
the people, carry out their proposal, they 
will be execrated throughout the length 
and breadth of the land.

syatom of Quebec, As De, Shaw has been 
for several years a member of tho Couns il 
of Public Instruction of the Province of 
Quebec; is known a8 an independent 
thinker, a careful observer, free from bins, 
and an impassioned speaker, his address 
hal w marked effect Ho stated that 
wherever ho went in the Province of On- 
tario he found a great desire on the parc of 
many to get information about educa 
tional matters in tho sister Province ol 
Quebec and he rogrotted also to find a 
deal of prejudice and, 4s usual 
with prejudiced minds much ignor- 
ance, as lo and its people. 
Flo declared emphatically that tho Protest 
ant ministry of tho Province of Quebec 
was treated with fairness and goneorosity 
by the majority. That the Schou! System, 
soa systom, was administered impartially, 
snd if there were cases where injustice was 
done it was the fault of the cflicer, The 
Council of Public Instruction com- 
posed of thirty-three mombers, of whom 
eleven were Protestants, thus giving the 
Protestants a one-third represontauvion, 
though they only numbered ono-seventh 
of the population, He pointed out the 
four safeguards the Protestants had as 
to taxes and maintaining their antonomy 
audasked the Conference if they could 
suygest anything more that could be done. 
Tho policy of the Trovince, as to tho 
adininistration of educational affairs, was 
the opposite of that in Ontario. Quebee 
commenced by having a Minister — of 
Education, but changed toa Council of 
Public Tvstruction Ontario commenced 
with an Educational Departinent a d now 
had a Minister of Jducation, After 
observing the results of both systems in 
the two Provinces he had no doubt but 
that a Council of Public Instruction was 
preferable, as it was free from party 
yolitics, a thing utterly impossible under 
the system in vogue in On Tivo now, 
The Protestant schovls of Quebee were 
hotter than the Public Schools of Ontario, 
because they were more religious ; the fact 
that the Roman Catholic schools were 50 
intensely religieus made the Protestant 
schools more religious, He did not thiak 
the teachers of tho Roman Catholic 
schools of Quebec were at all to be com- 
pared in scholastic acquiremonts with the 
Protestant teachers of Ontario, 

Dr. Shaw, at the close of his address, 
suid he was willing to answer any questions 
that might be put to him, and for half au 
hour did so. His candid anawers and 
manifest fairness, though often touching 
ondelicate ground, called forth a mo-t 
complimentary vote of thanks from the 
Conference for all the information he had 
given,

Mr. Geoffrion Makes an Im- 


portant Statement. 


Montreal, June 10.—(Special.)—Some 


very important statements were made / 


to-day at Varennes by leading men of 
both parties, Mr, C, A. Geoffrion, Q. 
C., whois opposing Hon. Mr. Tallloa, 
and a gentleman designated as Mr. 
Laurier’s coming Minister of Justice, 
surprised his hearers by declaring in 
the fullest manner possible that ihe 
Government's Remedial Bill did not 
go far enough and that this is why 
the French Liberals voted against it. 
He repudiated the idea of giving half 
a loaf to the Manitoba minority. They 
were not beggars, he declared, They 
did not want charity, but their rights, 
which would be accorded them by Hon. 
Wilfrid Laurier, The Manitoba Gov- 
ernment, Mr, Geoffrion added, must 
give public aid to the Catholic Separate 
schools, when they are restored. 

Mr, A, DeMartigny, ex-casher of the 
Jacques Cartier Bank, also spoke for 
Mr, Geoffrion, and trotted out the race 
and revenge piank. He said he had 
left the Conservatives when the Goy- 
ernment brought a patriot to the scaf- 
fold, and that Sir Charles Tupper's 
allusion to Hon. Mr. Laurier’s att- 
tude on the Riel issue was an Insult 
to every French-Canadian {n the Pro- 
vince of Quebec. He also condemned 
the purchase of Arms, and said that 
the English-speaking people of Can- 
ada might be interested in the volua- 
sre movement, but the French were 
not. 

Hon. L. O. Tuilion replied, and per- 
haps went further than any other 
Speaker on the question, The Post- 
master-General said that such lan- 
buage was disgraceful and unpatrio- 
tic. "Do you mean to tell me,” he said, 
“that if an American invasion of Can- 
ada were to take place, as the result 
of trouble with the Dominion or Great 
Britain, our people would fold 
their arms and allow our homes and 
Our country to be devastated by the 
foe? No, a hundred times no,’ sald 
the Postmaster-General, “Our people 
would respond to the country’s call, as 
they have done before, and it is w i 
that the militia force of Canada should 
have the most improved arms in their 
Possession and know him to use them,” 
(Loud cheers.)

Bank quvted at 105 and lert it at 55 
1-2, the Molsons at 108 and brought it 
down to 58 1-2, The Toronto Bank paid 
for the country’s experiment with the 
Liberals by a depreciation of 78 3-4 per 
cent,. the Jacques Cartier not merely 
found ils stock reduced from 104 to 2s, 
but had to wipe out $1,500,000 of its 
capital, the Merchants’ Bank wiped 
Out $3,000,000 of capital, and its stock 
declined from 109 1-3 to 71, a further 
lizss of $2,295,000.

of the codification of the commercial 
law of the Empire, moved by J. Dove 
Wilson, Professor of Law at the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen, at the instance of 
the Aberdeen Chamber of Commerce. 


This resolution declared ‘That the Bills 
of ExchangeAct of 1892,the Partnerships 
Act of 1890, and the of Goods Act 
of 1893, and other statutes 
have established the practicability and 
benefits of codifying the British 
mercial law, and that it 
Pedient that the commercial low of the 
British 
embodied in a code; and that therefore 
the Government be memorialized by the 
Congress to initiate the steps necessary 
in order to make the appointment, for 
the purpose of drafting such a code, of 
a commission on which the United 
Kingdom and all the colonies and coun- 
tries embraced in the Empire shall be 
duly represented.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., head of 
the banking house of Samuel Montagu 
& Co,, submitted on behalf of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce, a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, as fullows: 

"That, in the opinion of this Con- 
6ress, the laws relating to bills of ex- 
change be made uniform in the British 
Empire; also that uniformity with the 
laws of continental powers should, 
Wherever practicable, be established in- 
ternationally.” 

The resolution of Mr. Perrault of 
Montreal, in favor of a cable between 
Australia and Cunada, and also the es- 
tablishment of postal and telegraph 
roules between Great Britain and her

Sible. be referred to arbitration.” 

Mr. Cockshutt of Toronto moved an 
amendment to Sir John Lubbock’s ree 
solution, favoring arbitration when- 
whenever awards are enforceable. He 
criticized the United States regarding 
their action in the Behring Sea and 
Alabama matters, and contended that 
arbitration was useless unless the 
awards were enforced, 

Mr. Cockshutt’s remarks elicited 
loud protests, and the chairman de- 
precated his line of argument Mr. 
Cockshutt then apologized and Sir 
John Lubbock's resofution, verbally 
modified. was adopted ;

Praetoria, June 11.—It Is announced 
that the terms imposed upon the four 
leaders of the Johannesburg Reform 
Cémmittee, John Hays Hammond,Llo- 
nel Phillfps, Col. Francis Rhodes and 
George Farrar, whose release has been 
decided upon by the Transvaal Execu- 
tive Council, require that in default 
of the payment of a fine of £25,000 
each they shall suffer banishment from 
the territory of the South African Re- 
public, 

The conditions of their release upon 
payment of their fines are the same 
as those required to be observed by 
the other members of the Reform 
Committee who were recently set at 
liberty, namely, that they shall ab- 
Stain from interference in the politica 
of the South African Republic.

London, June 11.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
the Colonial Department, made an am 
nouncement confirming the report 
from Praetoria, that the leaders of the 
Johannesburg Reform Committee 
had been set at liberty upon 
their payment of a fine of £26,000 each, 
in default of which they would be sub- 
jected to banishment from the Trans- 
Vaal for a period of 15 years, 


At Loudon. 


London, June M.—The Liberal-Con- 
servatives of London turned out en- 
masse to-nigh. .o Welcome Canada’s 
Premier, Sir Charles Tupper, and the 
Hon. Dr. W. Montague to the city. 
The party was delayed an hour en 
route by an accident to the engine of 
their special train, which delayed the 
meetings in St, Mary’s and London 
an hour beyond schedule time, 

On the arrival of the special, Sir 
Charles and party proceeded imme- 
diately to the rink, followed by an 
enthusiastic procession of several 
thousand supporters of the Liberal- 
Conservative party. The streets were 
thronged with people, and the ap- 
plause tendered Sir Charles along the 
route must have been very gratifying 
to him. 

The rink wae crowded to its utmost 
limit and large numbers were unable 
to obtain admittance. 

Sir Charles prefaced his speech with 
a few pointed remarks regarding the 
reported resignation of Dr. Montague, 
which he most emplfatically deniéea, 
and scathingly denounced the circula- 
tors of the rumor. Sir Charles appar- 
ently felt keenly upon the subject, for 
at the conclusion of his speech, he 
again referred to the matter art length 
and styled the rumor a “malignant, 
lying scandal,” 

Dr. Montague stated that he was in 
perfect accord with the policy of Sir 
Charles Tupper, and also denounced 
the circulators of the false report. 

Major Beattie, the Libera!l-Cons:rva- 
tive candidate, explained his views and 
adherence to the policy of the Liberal- 
Conservative party. 

It was almost midnight before the 
meeting broke up, with the usual 
cheers. 

To-night’s speech was the 14th for 
Sir Charles this week and the third 
to-lay, but he shows no sign of fatigue. 
At the commencement of hie speech, 
his voice was slightly husky, but this 
wore off as he warmed up and he 
finished his speech in a clear, strong 
voice. 

Dr, Montague looks far from strong 
and joined Sir Charles at Toronto to- 
day for the express purpose of coming 
to London to deny the report of his 
resignation, and explain his gsatisfac- 
tion with the entire policy of Sir 
Charles and the Liberal Conservative 
party. 


Sir Charles Tupper’s vigor is simply as- 
tonishing in a man of his age. His 
speeches have made a strong impression in 
all parts of the country. 


At the last general election the Govern- 
ment bad the matchless leadership of Sir 
John Macdonald, and the inspiration of his 
name as the victor in a hundred fi _hts.— 
Globe, June 11. 


The Globe, when speaking of Sir John 
in 1891, used just as harsh language 
towards him as it now does towards ou 
present Premier.

A Bad Time to Give up 
Protection, 
(Montreal Star.) 
For Canada to abandon protection at 
{ this time would be, on the one hand, like 
stacking arms in the presence of a foe 
ostentatiously preparing for a new attack ; 
and, on the other, like throwing away an 
article which a friendly trader desired 
and for which he was just about to offer 
something very valuable in exchange. 

‘The reference is, ‘on the one hand,” to 
the United States; and ‘*on the other,” 
to Great Britain. 

The American people are not talking of 
lowering their hostile tariff wall piled up 
in our faces. On the contrary, they are 
talking very loudly of making it higher 





and sowing the summit with spikes. 
The Republicans, who are practically 
certain to triumph in the coming 


elections, are calling on the redoubtable 
McKinley to lead them ; and their repre- 
sentatives are piomising the people higher 
and more effective protection against 
the awful Canadians, and especially 
against the Canadian farmer. ‘They seem 
determined to force upon us A continuous 
war of tariffs. Sir John Macdonald used 
to declare for ‘reciprocity in trade or 
reciprocity in tariffs; and at the present 
moment, believers in that policy have no 
choice but to accept the last alternative. 
‘Yo abandon protection is to give our mar- 
ket to the American manufacturers and 
the American farmers, and to get nothing 
in exchange. The Wilson Bill did turn a 
more friendly face toward us ; but nothing 
is so unpopular in che United States just 
now as the Wilson Bill. 

Public opinion in Great Britain, on the 
other hand, is being rapidly converted to 
the wisdom of some preferential trade 
arrangement within the Nmpire. Statesmen 
on both sides of politics no longer live in 
perpetual fear of the Cobden Club. Mr. 
Chamberlain, who was trained in the Liber- 
al school, has taken great pains to let it be 
known that he thinks it quite possible that 
the United Kingdom might levy diserimi- 
natory duties in favor of the colonies, 
provided a plan were hit upon under 
which the people ‘‘at home” would 
receive a ‘quid pro quo,” We may be 
some distance from agreoment upon such a 
plan ; but certainly one of the advantages 
that we have to offer by way of ** quid pro 
is the lowering of our duties upon 
To lower these duties, 
then, without waiting for such an 
agreement, and without: obtaining a 
promise anything in return, 18 
to throw away the money we have 
in hand just before going to markot,

u the United States of America the 
graves of all the northern and south- 
ern dead are every year decorated, All 
acerbity and bitterness have gone out 
of the national solemnity, and as the 
men and women of the south one 
month ago floralised the cemeteries and 

sraveyards, so yesterday we, the men 
and women of the north, put upon the 
tombs of our dead the kiss of patriotic 
affection, Bravery always appreciates 
bravery, though it fight on the other 

Side, and if a soldier of the federal 
army had been a month ago at Savan- 
nah he would not have been ashamed 
to march In the floral processions to 
the cemetery. And if yesterday a Con- 
federate soldier was at Arlington ha 
Was glad to put a sprig of heartseaso 

2n the silent heart of our dead. 

In a battle during our last war the 
Confederates were driving back the 
Federals, who were in swift retreat, 
when a Federal officer dropped, wound- 
ed. One of his men stopped at the 
risk of his life and put his arms 
around the officer to carry him from 
the fleld. Fifty Confederate muskets 
were aimed at the young man who was 
picking up the officer, But the Confed- 
erete captain shouted: ‘Hold! Don’t 
fire. That fellow is too brave to be 
shot.” And as the Federal officer, held 
up by his private soldier, went limping 
Slowly off the fleld, the Confederates 
fave three cheers for the brave private, 
and just before the two disappeared 
behind a barn both the wounded officer 
and the brave private lifted their caps 
in gratitude to the Confederate cap- 
tain. 

Shall the gospel be less generous than 
the world? We stack arms, the bayo- 
net of our northern gun facing this 
way, the bayonet of the southern gun 
facing the other way, and as the gray 
of the morning melts into the blue of 
noon so the typical gray and blue of 
old war times have blended at last, and 
they quote in the language of King 
James’ translation without any revis- 
ion, “Glory to God in the highest, and 
on carth peace, good will to men."’ Now, 
what do we mean by this great observ- 
ance? 

First, we mean instruction to one 
whole generation. Subtract 1865, when 
the war ended, from our 1896, and you 
will realize what a vast number of 
people were born since the war or 
were so young as to have no vivid ap- 
preciation. No one under 41 years of 
age has any adequate memory of that 
prolonged horror. Do you remember 
it? “Well,”" you say, “I only remem- 
ber that mother swooned away when 
she was reading the newspaper, an 
that they brought my father home 
Wrapped in the flag, and that a good 
many people came in the house to 
pray, and mother faded away after 
that until again there were many peo- 
ple In the house, and they told me she 
was dead.” 

There are others who cannot remem- 
ber the roll of a drum or a sigh or a 
tear of that tornado of woe that swept 
the nation again and again, until there 
Was one dead in each house. Now it is 
the religious duty of those who do 
remember it to tell those who do not. 
My young friends, there were such 
partings at rail car windows and 
steamboat wharfs and at front doors 
of comfortable homes as I pray God 
you may never witness. Oh, what a 
time it was, when fathers and mothers 
gave up their soms, never expecting to 
see them again and never did see 
them again until they came back mu- 
tilated and crushed and dead. 

Four years of blood. Four years of 
hostile experiences. Four years af 
ghastliness, ‘four years of gravedigging. 
Four years of funerals, coffins, shrouds, 
hearses, dirges. Mourning, mourning, 
mourning! It was hell let loose. What 
a time of waiting for news! Morning 
paper and evening paper scrutinized 
for intelligence from the boys at the 
front. First, announcement that the 
battle must occur the next day. Then 
the news of the battle going on. The 
news of 30,000 slain and of the names 
of the great generals who had fallen, 
but no news about the private soldiers. 
Waiting for news! After many days 
a load of wounded going through the 
town or city, but no news from our 
boy. Then a long list of wounded and 
a long list of the dead and a long list 
of the missing, and among the last list 
our boy. 

When missing? How missing? Who 
saw him last? Missing! Missing! Was 
he In the wood or by the stream? Was 
he hurt? Missing! Missing! What 
burning prayers that he may yet be 
heard from In that awful waiting 
for news many a life perished The 
Strain of anxicty was too great That 
wife's brain gave way that first week 
after the battle, and ever and anon 
she walks the floor of the asylum or 
looks out of the window as though 
she expected some one to come along 
th= path and up the steps as she solilo- 
quizes, “Missing; missing!’ 

What made matters worse, all this 
might have been avoided. There was 
no more need of that war than at this 
moment IL ehould plunge a dagger 
through your heart. There was a few 
Christian philanthropists in those days, 
scoffed at both by north and south, 
who had the right of it. If they had 
been heard on both sides, we should 
have had no war and no slavery. It

Aguin we mean by this national ob- 
servance to honor self sacrifice for 
others, To all these departed men home 
and kindred were as dear as Our home 
and kindred are to us. Do you know 
how they felt? Just as you and I 
would feel starting out to-morrow 
morning with nine chances out of ten 
against our returning alive, for the 
Intelligent soldler sees not only battle 
ahead, but malarial sickness and e¢x- 
haustion, Had these men chosen, they 
could have spent last night in their 
homes and to-day have been seated 
where you are, They chose the camp, 
not because they liked Ix better than 
thelr own house, and followed the drum 
and fife, not because they were better 
music than the voices of the domestic 
circle. South mountain and Murfrees- 
bero and the swamps of Chickahominy 
were not playgrounds, 

These heroes risked and lost all for 
others. There is no higher sublimity 
than that. To keep thre2-quarters for 
ourselves and give one-quarter to oth- 
ers ig honorable. To divide even with 
others Is generous. To keep nothing 
for ourselves and give all for others !s 
magnanimity Christlike. Put a girdle 
around your body and then measure 
the girdle and see if you are 50 or 60 
inches round. And ts that the circle 
of your sympathies—the size of your- 
self? Or, to mgecasure you around che 
heart, would it take a girdle large 
enough to encircle the land and en- 
circle the world? You want to know 
what we dry theologians mean when 
we talk of vicarious suffering, Look at 
the soldiers’ graves and find out, VI- 
carious! pangs for others, wounds for 
others, homesickness for others, blood 
for others, sepulcher for others. 

Those who visited the national ceme- 
terles at Arlington Heights and at 
Richmond and Gettysburg saw one in- 
scription on soldiers’ tombs oftener re- 
peated than any other—‘Unknown.” 
When, about 21 years ago, I was 7all- 
ed to deliver the oration at Arlington 
Heights, Washi 1, I was not so 
much impressed with the minute guns 
that shook the earth, or with the at- 
tendance of President and Cabinet and 
Foreign Ministers and generals of the 
army and commodores of the navy, as 
with the pathetic and overwhelming 
suggestiveness of that epitaph on s0 
many graves at my feet. Unknown! 
Unknown! It seems to me that the 
time must come when the government 
of the United States shall take off that 
epitaph. They are no more unknown, 
We have found them out at last. They 
are the beloved sons of the republic. 

Would it not be well to take the 
statue of the heathen goddess off the 
top of the capitol (for I have no faith 
jn the morals of a heathen goddess) 
and put one great statue In all our na- 
tlonal cemeterles—a statue of Liberty 
in the form of a Christian woman, with 
her hand on an open Bible and her foot 
on the Rock of Ages, with the other 
hand pointing down to the graves of 
the unknown, saying: “These are my 
sons, who died that I might live?’ 
Take off the misnomer. Everybody 
knows them, It is of comparatively 
little importance what was the name 
elven them in baptism of water. 

Again, by this national ceremony we 
mean the future defence of this nation.

London, June 12.—The fourth and 
final sitting of the third Congres of 

} Chambers of Commerce of the Umpire 
| Wis held in Grocers’ Hall to day, The 
Congress adopted, by a unanimous vote, 
resolutions proposed by the Sydney and 


Melbourne Chambers of Commerce, re- 
questing the London Chamber to ar- 
range @ conference with the shipown- 
ers with a view of climinating the 
clauses from bills of lading, which are 
virtually contracts that remove ship- 
Owners from all Hablility, In the event 
of failure to obtain such conference, or 
failing to secure the relief sought 
through the medium of a conference, 
the resolutions provide that the vari- 


ous Chambers shall Introduce bills In 
thelr respective Parllaments, designed 
to abolish such clauses from bills of 
lading 


Vhe Congress also adopted a resolu- 
tion, proposed by the Liverpool Cham- 
ber of Commerce, condemning the 
Scund signals in cases of rog which 
Were proposed by the Washington con- 
ference, and urging the Government 
of Great Britain to endeavor to secure 
the consent of the foreign powers to 
the withdrawal of the proposed new 
sound signals. 

Resolutions proposed by the New- 
castle Chamber and the British Cham- 
ber at Constantinople were also adopt- 
ed, favoring the abolition or the levy- 
ing of light dues upon shipping. 

Sir Donald A, Smith, Canadian High 
Commissioner in London, in seconding 
the Newcastle resoluuion, sald that 
Canada did not impose ight dues. Al- 
though the Dominion had 1800 lights 
and 65000 miles of coast, yet Canada 
was excluded by the United States 
from the benefits accorded to those 
nations which did not charge Ight 
dues, 

Delegate Arnoldi of Toronto raised 
& Question of privilege and spoke in 
support of Mr. Cockshutt’s amendment 
to Sir John Lubbock’s resolution sub- 
mitted yesterday favoring arbitration 
whenever the awards were enforceable 
and his criticism of the United States 
regarding their action in the Behring 
Sea and Alabama matters and the 
contention that arbitration was use- 
less unless the awards were enforced. 
Mr, Arnoldi quoted the statement made 
by the First Lord of the Treasury In 
the House of Commons on Feb. fi, 1891, 
that a large sum of the Alabama claim 
award was still undistributed, but that 
it was the policy of Great Britain not 
to ask for the return of any part of 
it. Mr. Arnoldi's remarks were redely- 
ed with cheers. 

Mr, Daly, delegate from the Winni- 
peg Chamber of Commerce, Moved a 
resolution, which was adopted, asking 
that the Government use every means 
to encourage emigration to the colon- 
les. In the course of his remarks, Mr, 
Daly said that the new colonists would 
be heartily welcomed. He advocated, 
however, a@ selection of emigrants from 
the better classes. 

The chairman, Sir Albert Rollit, made 
@ brief speech, highly complimentary to 
Mr, Daly and the idea he had put be- 
fore the Congress. 

Sir Donald A. Smith supported the 
resolution offered by Mr. Daly, and In 
the course of his remarks made espec- 
lal reference to the loyalty of the peo- 
ple of Canada to the Empire. 

Delegate Perrault of Montreal moved 
a resolution advocating a decimal sys- 
tem of welghts and measures. ‘The 
resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr, Perrault also moved a resolution 
in favor of a decimal coinage system, 
but the motion was strenuously op- 
posed by Mr. Firth of the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce, and the resosu- 
tion was withdrawn. 





The agenda of the Congress having | 


been gone through with, thus complet- 
Ing the business of the session, Sir 
Albert Kaye Rollit, President of tne 
London Chamber, Chairman of the 
Congress, moved a resolution thanking 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, for his services. 
Mr. Chamberlain, he said, had thrown 
himself heart and soul into the work 
of making the Congress a useful real 
ity. 

Sir Donald A. Smith seconded the 
resolution. The colonies, he said, felt 
that Mr. Chamberlain was a friend 
whom they could trust. 

Sir Donald suggested that the next 
Congress of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the Empire be held in Can- 
ada. If the Congress should be held 
there and Mr. Chamberlain attended 
its sittings he would meet with a wel- 
come in Canada such as was only given 
to statesmen who lived in the hearts 
of the people.

ATTEMPTED WIFE MURDER

He returned again at 11.30, went up 
stairs to the room and fired two shots 
at his wife. One bullet went through 
the Jeft arm near the shoulder and 
t®e other lodged in the spinal column. 
Her back was towards him at the time. 

Rowatt made his escape, but subse- 
quently gave himself up to the police. 

When the inmates of the house heard 
the reports of the shots they rushed to 
the Rowatts’ room and found the wo- 
man writhing in agony on the floor.

The doc- 
tors say, if she recovers, her limbs will 
be paralyzed, as the ball has Injured 
the spinal cord.

During 
the evening Saunders borrowed 50 
cents of Fred Klench, a saloonkeeper, 
and bought laudanum at Knill'’s drug 
store. The clerk learned that Saunders 
had taken some laudanum a few hours 
before and told him that if he wanted 
to live to. go to a doctor, Saunders 
went immediately to Dr. Giffen's office. 
The doctor worked over him all night, 
but at 8 o'clock this morning Saunders 
died. He became very despondent af- 
ter losiing his money, The police are 
investigating the matter and a sensa~- 
tion will probably be unearthed, War- 
rants have been issued for the arrest 
of the proprietors of several saloons 
and houses of ill-repute, and Mande- 
ville is being held by the police as & 
witness.

Tho Catch This Beason Not Up to Last—To 

Keep Canned Lobsters From Blackening. 

Ottawa, June 14.—<Special.) — The 
Fisherles Department has recelyed re- 
turns of the spring catch of seals by 
Canadian schooners taken off the coast 
of Washington and British Columbia. 
‘he returns show a falling off of near- 
ly one thousand skins, the figures be- 
ing 8928 this year, as against 9853 last 
spring. The schooner Favorite is the 
top-liner of the fleet, with a catch of 
844, the nearest approach to her being 
the Dolphin and Libby, each with 602. 
The present is the holiday season for 
the sealers, as from May 1 to July S1 
they are debarred from entering Leh- 
ring Sea, The returns for vessels 
which wintered in Japan and have 
been following the cpast seals up the 
coast to Behring Sea have not yet 
been received. It is not a little singu- 
lar that two schooners owned by In- 
djans failed to secure @ single skin the 
whole season. An important feature of 
the return this year is the number oF 
seals killed according to sex, showing 
that females are greatly in the min- 
ority. 

The news published by The Canadian 
Grocer that Dr. MacPhail, professor of 
bacteriology at McGill, who wep com- 
missioned by the Fisheries Department 
to endeavor to find a remedy for the 
blackening of canned lobsters has been 
successful, gives great satisfaction 
here. If the lobsters are handled by & 
certain process Which Dr. MacPhall 
has discovered, they will keep their 
color for an Indefinite period without 
turning black or smutty. It Is est 
mated that this- process will save the 
Canadian lobster packers nearly & 
million dollars a year. The greater 
portion of the lobster pack js sold in 
England, but during the last year or 
two many of the best firms would not 
handle the Canadian product because 
of the tendency to turn black.

part of the Empire. Sir Joseph aa- 
vised the League to keep the zollverein 
in view, but declared it was not prac- 
tical now owing to the fact that some 
of the colonies were unable to face the 
decrease in the revenue that would fol- 
low. He suggested that the dutics on 
tea, coffee and cereals from the colonies 
be reduced to one-half the present 
amount. He moved that the Confer- 
ence should urge upon the Govern-

Grand Jury's Presentment. 


We, the Grand Jurors for the general 
sessions of the Peace of the County of 
Hastings, beg leave to make the following 
presentment; 

1. We have oarefully and with due 
diligence investigated the various cases 
brought before us, and have made present- 
ment in respect thereto to the court, and 
we lee] that [tis a matter for congratula- 
tion that we bave not had any very serious 
cases of crime to occupy our attention, 

2. We ary under special obligation to P. 
J. M. Anderson, Esq., the learned and in- 
defatigable Crown Attorney, for the prompt 
and thorough preparation of the cases 
brought before us for consideration, also for 
his able and efficient assistance always so 
kindly rendered when required. 

3 We have examined the gaol throughout 
and are more than pleased with its con- 
dition. Too much cannot be said in com. 
mendation of Mr. Appleby the gaoler, aud 
the official staff under him, all of whom 
seem Lo realize the important responsibility 
resting on them. We found every cell and 
corridor scrupulously neat and clean: We 
are pleased to notice the small number of 
occupants as prisoners, bere being bat 7 
men and 3 women, all of whom appeared to 
look healthy and well fed. Wo wish pur- 
ticularly to call attention to the apparently 
unsafe way In which the building fe heated, 
and would recommend that a system of 
“Tot water heating” be put in without 


whom they would like to do honor to, but | delay, abolishing the old fashioned stoves. 


1. Itis the opinion of this Grand Jury 
that steps should be taken, and measures 
adopted, whereby Private Bunkers should 
come under the supervision of a Govern- 
ment Inspector, or make a sworn nudited 
statemert at least once ayear. 

5. We would also respectfully bring be- 
fore you, thatin our cpinion, some meas. 
ures should be taken to preyentirrespopsible 
parties from bringing cases indiscriminate- 
ly before the penny Court, as this appears 
sometimes to be done, to extract money 
from innocent parties. by offering to settle 
fora lower amount than the costs would 
probably amount to, 

6. We have visited the Institute for the 
Deaf and Dumb and found everything in a 
state of efficiency, The children, 263 in num- 
ber, appear to be very happy, all their wants 
being liberally supplied. We feel that in 
the genial Superintendent, Mr. Mathison, 
and eflicient stall, the necds of the Institute 
are fully met.

AN IMPUDENT ASSERTION. 


In his address at the West Hastings 
nomination Mr, M. Wright, speaking on 
behalf of Mr. Ritchie, said that the last 
judgment of the Privy Council was given 
on a hypothetical state of facts, which state 
of facts did not exist. There is but one 
interpretation which can be placed upon 
such language, namely that the gentlemen 
—including the Roman Catholic ceclesias- 
tics—who prepared tho case had submitted 
a falsehood to the Privy Council !

We would like to trade with our American 
friends to the south of us, providing we 
could do so on equal terms, but as Mr, 
McKinley will in ail probability be clected 
President of the United States this fall, 
there inno doubt in my mind they will 
again raise thelr tariff walls against us. 
That being the case, let us build our tariff 
wall as high as theirs, and if they wish to 
keop their market to themselves we should 
do the same. 

{ might refer ta corn gnd coai used by 
myself, In the first place, 1 have never re- 
celved one cent rebate on the duty I have 
paid on corn, on which I paid a duty of 
74 cts. a bushel, which amounts to $1,500 a 
year. Lalso use 1,500 tons of coal, on which 
1 paid a duty of 60 cts. a ton, amounting to 
$900. It will be seen “that I nov paying 
some $5400 a year duty on corn and coal, 
and if you will figure this up and go back 
tothe time when the National Policy was 
inaugurated in 1878, you will find I have 
paidin the neighborhood of $100,000 duty 
on corn and coal, and I am sure that you 
will give me more credit for business 
ability than to suppose thatif Free Trade 
was if the interests of the D»minion of 
Canada, I would not advocate it, when ‘it 
would put that amount of money in my 
pocket, 

Tam happy to say that since I have had 
the honor of representing this con>tituency 
I have never benefitted myself in auy way 
by my position, not even to the extent of a 
five cent piece, and as your representative I 
have no right to advocate anything that 
would be beneficial to myself; but what I 
have done was to try and advocate what I 
thought was for the general prosperty of 
the Dominion as a whole, The McKinley 
tariff is, to my mind, a blessing in disguise. 
Our great trade before that time was in 
horsesand barley to the United Srates, 
You ave all aware that electricity has taken 
tlie place of horses in the United States and 
that the horse trade is nowa thiog of the 
past. . When the Mekonley Bill was passed 
we found a better trade for our )iorses in 
Great Britaio, and if our farmers will raise 
the right class of horses they will sell in the 
Eoglish market at from £40 to £50 each. I 
took the opportunity and trouble last sum- 
mer, while in London, to make enquiries 
into the Pane of ‘bus horses, and I found 
that good horses, such as are used on the 
London streets, were selling at from £10 to 
£0. The McKinley Tavifl, in shutting out 
our trade trom the United States compelled 
our farmers to gointy the manufacture of 
butter and cheese. which bas been ne prot 
able industry in the Dominion of Canada. 
In 1881 the United States exported to Great 
Britain over $15,000,000 worth of cheese, 
Our exports at that time only ran up about 
a million. Last year our exports vau up to 
the magnificent sum of $15,009,009 and our 
Awerlean neighbors exported to the amount 
of ouly six millions, showing conclusively 
that the farmers in the Dominion of Can- 
ada can more than bold their own in Great 
Btitain against the American farmer. I 
found when in England that Enzlishinen 
had more confidence in the Canadian fay 
ér than they have in the American farmer, 
audaus long us our farmers will keep up 
the quality of cheese, butter, bacon, ham, 
&c., we will get the preference against our 
American competitors. And there is no 
doubt inmy mind there isa great future 
in the markets of Great Brilsin for the 
farmers of this Dominion, In reference to 
the Remedial Bill, I might say when I 
accepted the nomination tendered to me 
by one of the largest conventions that was 
eyer held in West Hastings, it was with 
the distinct understanding thal you sent 
me back to Parligment the same as you did 
in 1888, ‘91 and "O01, with my hands un-

was avnounced Mr, 
Corby's supporters had got up a counter 
demonstration for the same evening. He 
said thus far in the campaign he believed 
not one speaker cr eyen newspaper had 
touched one point in his address issued to 
the electors, Pat they had fallen back upon 
a lecture delivered by him some ten years 
ago. ‘They had made extracts from this 
lecture, had them printed and scattered 
throughout Sidney. (A voice “I am a 
farmer in Sidney and I have not seen it."’) 
He endeavored to explain some of the 
points in the above mentioned lecture and 
quoted passages from his address to 
strengthen his position. Hemade a pass- 
ing reference to Mr. J. W. Johnson and 
the part he was taking in this cam- 
paign. He believed the true policy of the 
country was revenue tariff. The N.P., he 
said, was an imitation of one of the worst 
of American institutions. England had 
once tried protection, but she became en- 
lightened and had changed it for free 
trade. Hoe then endeavored to illustrate 
that the N.P. was not a just policy. He 
claimed the sugar refineries were enriched 
to the amount of $920,000 annually out of 
the pockets of the consumers of their manu- 
facturo. He claimed, notwithstanding the 
yrotection to the cotton manufacturing in- 
Aanery? he could import cottons from Eng- 
land, pay the duty and sell them cheaper 
than he could Canadian cottons. He said 
when he went to Parliament he would sit 
upon the exact spot upon which he was 
born—(a voice, ** You'll never go there !’’) 
He regretted that the school question had 
been introduced into politics. He con- 
sidered when the Privy Council rendered 
their judgment, it only required sound 
judgment on the part of our statesmen to 
effect.a settlement. They should have ap- 
pointed a royal commission instead of in- 
troducing coercive legislation. He was in 
favor of conciliation and would oppose all 
coercive measures Introduced, In conclu- 
sion he thanked the audience for the at- 
tentive hearing they had given him and 
withdrew amid applause. 





Mr. J. W. Jehnson was the next 
speaker, and upon rising to speak was re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm, At the 


commencement of his address the gentle- 
man was interrupted considerably, buc 
order was gained and the speaker was al- 
lowed to proceed. In his opening remarks 
Mr, Johnson said Mr. Ritchie was at first 
his own candidate, but that he lad fallen 
junto the hands ofthe Grit party. He (Mr. 
Ritchie) was no lenger an Independent 
candidate, but tho candidate of the Reform 
party. In speaking of the trade question, 
the speaker suid that Mr. Ritchie had said 
in his address to to the electors, which had 
been sent broadcast throughout the riding, 
that there was not one person in a thous- 
and who understood the trade question. 
There were, however, numbers present 
who did understand the question, notwith- 
standing the low estimate which was placed 
upon their intelligence by Mr. Ritchie. 


As a citizen he (the speaker) 
had the  profoundest respect for 
Mr. Ritchie. He was «a business 
man whom we delighted to honor, 


but wo must aud haye the right to criticise 
his political views. The speaker next 
dealt with Mr. Ritchie's opinions as pro- 
pounded by him some years ago in a 
Jecture, which was given in this city, In 
that lecture, My. Mitchie declared that 
there should be no private ownership of 
lands. The speaker asked those present 
if they would like to give up the titles of 
their lands : when cries of ** No no !"' camo 
from all portions of the house. What is

should be followed in this case. If this 
rule is followed, then it is the bounden 
duty of the Government, be it Conserya- 
tive or Reform, to remedy the grievance of 
any minority, be that minority Protes- 
tant or Roman Cuatholic. That duty is 
imperative by the constitution and no 
Government can be released from it, un- 
less the power which placed it there, 
at the request of the people of Canada. 
namely the Imperial Parliament, annuls it. 
If this grand confederation is to go on we 
must ‘assist in sustaining it. He (the 
speaker) honored Sir Mackenzie Bowell’s 
Government for bringing down the mea- 
sure. ‘They did their duty, though they 
may haye taken their political life in 
their hands in so doing. Two honored 
delegates of the Government were sent to 
Manitoba to effect, if possible, a settle- 
inent of the question. Mr. Greenway, 
the Premior of the Province, did not meet 
them, but two of his Cabinet 
Ministers were sent. No _ settle- 
ment was eflected. Kverything tend- 
ed to show that Mr. Greenway was in 
collusion with Mr. Laurier in this most 
important question. ‘The speaker then re- 
ferred to a number of resolutions which 
had been passed by Methodist Conferences 
in reference to the matter and the remarks 
of Rev. Dr. Carman, the latter of whom he 
said had no right any more than any other 
man to say how wo should vote. The Goy- 
ernment were not coercing, but simply 
carrying out what was in the constitution. 
In his concluding remarks Mr. Johnson 
briefly referred to the N. P. and the bene- 
fits which the country were deriving from 
itand what tho result would be if that 
policy were destroyed. He referred to 
the Cleveland bicycle, which was built at 
Cleyeland, and for which $100 was charg- 
ed. ‘That same machine is also built by 
the same company in Toronto, where a 
factory is in operation. The N. P. brought 
that plant into this country. If the N. P. 
were destroyed the Canadian factory would 
be closed up and the money which is ex- 
pended here in the manufacture of the 
machine would be expended in the United 
States. Fourteen men were employed by 
the Brown Mfg. Co. here in making Bab- 
cock & Wilcox boilers, which, if the N. P. 
were repealed, would be made in the 
States. If you want to sustain the National 
Policy yote for the man who will uphold 
it, Mr, H. Corby. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. M. Wright was next introduced, 
and when he rose to speak nearly half 
the audience left the house. He opened 
up by asking the indulgence of the 
audience and with apologies as to his 
ability.

‘good will for the same. In presence of 
“that almost unanimous concert it seems 
“that tho remedying of the grievances 
“complained of should prove an casy 
“task.” 

Mr. Lister, » Liberal leader from On- 
tario, was quoted as follows : 
**party does not proclaim that the Pro- 
‘vince of Manitoba is not suffering from a 
‘grievance which should be romedied, 
**The Conservative party avows that there 
“is a grievance, and that it should be 
*‘remedied. So, practically, both parties 
‘are agreod on the question of a griev- 
“ance, and the necessity of remedying it.” 

An important and formal resolution of 
the Ontario Legislature, specially import- 
ant from Sir Oliver Mowat’s connection 
with Mr, Laurier, was next produced : 
“That the said judicial committee has 
‘further decided that the provisions of the 
‘‘said act deprive the Roman Catholic 
** minority of * affected rights or privileges 
‘*in relation to education,’ in a manner 
“* which constitutes, in the language of the 
**judgment, a legitimate ground of com- 
‘*plaint, which should be removed by 
‘supplementary provisions which would 
**romove tho grievance,” 

The utterances of Sir Oliver Mowat at 
Oakwood, 


as reported in the Globe of 
June 3, appropriately follow; ‘The 
** mandement thus claims no more than 


“has been recognized to them by the 
** Privy Council of England, whatever 
“that was. This does not mean that, 
‘‘ according to the Privy Council, there 
‘* must be a return to the exact condition 
‘*of the law as it stood in Manitoba be- 
‘*fore the legislation of 1890. On the 
“contrary, their lordships expressly 
““said that ‘it is certainly not essential 
‘*vhat the statutes repealed by the act of 
** 1890 should be re-enacted, or that the 
*“ precise provisions of these statutes 
** should again be made law.’ Their lord- 
‘*ships also said that ‘the particular 
*“course to be pursued must be deter- 
‘mined by the authorities to whom it 
** has been committed by the statute. It 
“is not for this tribunal to intimate the 
“precise steps to be taken.’ But their 
‘‘lordships at the same time held, with 
*“no less distinctness, that in the Mani- 
**toba law of 1890 Roman Catholics had 
**a ‘grievance,’ and a ‘legitimate ground 
**of complainc,’ which should be ‘re- 
““moved,’ Accordingl, the ‘legislation ’ 
“‘mentioned in the mandement is said 
**therem to be ‘a measurd which would 


** be an cellicacious remedy for the evils 


** suffered by the Manitoba minority.’ ” 
‘The question, therefore, merely is 
** whether the grievance shall be removed 
““pby a coercive measure, to be passed by 
**the Federal Parliament; or whether it 
“shall be remoyed by conciliation and 


‘‘aftor inquiry, and by a measure to be 
“passed (it is hoped) by the Manitoba 


**Logislature. In other words, the 
**question is whether the grievance shall 
“be removed by persevering in 
** which have put the whole Dominion in 
**an uproar, and under the auspices of a 
“Government with which the Federal 
“Government organs say 
**Government is not in sympathy ; or, on 
**the other hand, by a Government 
‘Liberals with “which the 
‘Government and Logislaturo may be in

“Mr, McCarthy—"'I am not going to 
**say that thero is not a grievance. [am 
** precluded from that by the judgment.” 

‘To the above we may add the words of 
Mr. Laurier himself, quoted from Hansard : 
** What are we to conclude from all 
**We are to conclude that the Roman 
**Catholic minority of Manitoba have a 
*crievance and have a right to appeal to 
‘this Government. Itis undoubted that 
** the minority have 4 grievance, it is un- 
**doubted that they have the right of ap- 
* peal, that this Government has jurisdic 


tion to hear the appeal and to pass 
**romedial orders, and that this Parlia- 
‘ment has the right to pass remedial 


legislation.”

A Tramp Found Dead Under a Baim at 
Seguin Falls -Verlict of Willful 
Murder. 


Parry Sound, June 17.—News reached 
here from Seguin Falls last evening 
of what undoubtedly has been a most 
brutal murder, Two men of the ap- 
pearance of tramps, whose names are 
unknown, came there last Friday toge- 
ther, having walked, they said, from 
Kearney, a point on the rallway line 
under construction east. They were 
seen going around there together, and 
upplied at a house for a night's lodg- 
ing, which was refused. Since then 
they wére seen no more, but on Mon- 
day last the dead body of one of the 
nen was found shaved under a barn, 
The head was badly battered, as if by 
a club, and the clothes removed, with 
the exception of a shirt. 

The body was identified as that of 
one of the two men mentioned. It 
bore tattoo marks on the arm of a 
square and compass, It is understood, | 
deceased had stated that he came from 
the township of Flos, The other man, 
who is belleved to be the murderer, is 
a tough-looking character, a foreigner, 
speaking poor English, and probably 
Norwegian or Dutch. 

An Inquest was held by Coroner 
Barber of Emsdale, and after medical 
and other evidence had been taken, fol- 
lowing a post-mortem examination, 
the following verdict was returned:

Mow the Disuster Occurred, 

Brest, June 18.—A reporter of the 
United Press obtained an interview 
to-day with the two members of the 
sunken steamer Drummond Castle 
who were picked up at Ile de Molene. 
One of the men is a seaman named 
Goldbolt, belonging to Yarmouth, and 
the other is Wood, a native of London, 
Who Was quarter-master of the Drum- 
mond Castle, The men agreed in the 
Statement that the night of June 16, 
when the steamer was lost, was a fine 
night, though there was a slight fog. 
The captain was on the bridge at the 
time the ship struck, and Lieutenant 
Brown was forward. The adult passen- 
gers were all on deck and only the 
children were sleeping. 

Suddenly there was heard beneath 
the vessel a prolonged scraping, and 
this was followed by a ghastly silence. 
The forepart of the ship began to sink 
immediately. The captain, at first, be- 
lieved the settling of the ship by the 
head to be caused merely by the filling 
of one of the forward compartments, 
but nevertheless ordered the boats 
lowered. There was no time to do this, 
th ship rapidly Milled and eank 

like a huge body of lead. The survi- 

vors said that they could not remem- 
ber exactly what did happen when 
the ship went down. Goldbolt suc- 
ceeded in grasping a door panel and 

a plank, and Wood also caught a 

loose plank as it Was washed past 

him. For a long time after the ship 

Sank despairing shrieks filled the alr, 

mingled with cries for help, to which 

response Was impossible. The cries 
gradually ceased and there was a gruc~ 
some silence, each man believing him- 

self to be the sole survivor of the ill- 

fated ship, and felt in constant fear 
| of being washed off the panel or plank 
under him, Ultimately Wood saw Gold- 
belt and swam to him. The two men 
remained together thereafter and were 
tossed by the waves for ten hours, 
frequently being torn by the force of 
the waves from their rough plank and 
panel raft, which they would fortun-~ 
ately succeed in regaining. 

At 9 o'clock on the morning of June 
17, some of the fishermen in boats es- 
pied them and rescued them, landing 
them at Le Conquet. Besides the pas- 
seger Marquardt, who was picked up 
at Ushant, it is not probable that a 
single one of the passengers was say- 
ed. The passengers on board the 
Drummond Castle were mostly women 
and children, including the family of a 
tea planter, 18 In number, who were 
returning from South Africa, 

The keeper of the Ushant lighthouse 
witnessed the disaster. When he first 
saw the vessel he was surprised that 
a large steamer should enter the sinu- 
ous and rocky Fromveur passage, 
which separates the Ushant from the 
Molene group of islands, 

It ls belleved that the ship entered 
the passage by mistake, instead of 
keeping in the open sea, through an 
error in navigation.

koughnet in his place in the Senate, 
whether it were true that this sale had 
taken place, to which Mr. Vankough- 
net answered, ‘That the sale of the 
townships to an English company, as 
mentioned in the annual report of the 
Commissioner of Crown Lands, would 
be successfully carried out, thanks 
chiefly to the extraordinary zeal and 
energy shown by Mr. J. B. Robinson, 
the junior member for Toronto.’ We 
find afterwards, by the budget specch 
of the Finance Minister, that the sale 
added to the Treasury revenue the sum 
of £60,000 sterling, 

Mr, Robinson was for a time presi- 
dent of the City Council, and in 1857 
Was elected Mayor of the city. At the 
next general election he was a candi- 
date for the Toronto representation In 
the old Canadian Parliament, and was 


returned conjointly with the Hon 
George Brown. It is worthy of note 
that Mr Robinson was the seconder 


of the resolution, moved by Mr. Lange- 
vin, which defeated the “Short Admin- 
istration” led by George Brown, and 


occasioning what was afterwards 
known as the “double shuille.” Mr, 
Robinson, like his father, and all the 


members of his family, s a Conser- 
Vative,and he gave a strong and steady 
support to the Cartler-Macdonald ad- 
ministration. While in Parliament he 
was instrumental in procuring the pas- 
sage of several acts in reference to 
the Toronto Ecplanade, the re-estab- 
lishment of the Northern Rallroad,and 
many other local improvements of im- 
portance. On the 27th of March, 1862, 
he became President of the Council 
in the Cartier-Macdonald administra- 
tion, holding that office till the month 
of May following. In 1872 he was re- 
turned to Parllament for Algoma, hay- 
ing used his energies in the develop- 
ment of the mining and other interests 
of that country, and representing this 
district till the dissolution. On the 17th 
of September, 1878, he was returned 
for West Toronto by the yery large 
majority of 637 votes aver Thomas 
Hodgins, the Reform candidate, this 
being the seventh election he had run 
in the Interests of his party In the 
City of Toronto. He continued to rep- 
resent West Toronto until his appoint- 
ment to the Lieutenant-Governorship, 

Since he filled the office of Licuten- 
ant-Governar of Ontario, Hon, J. B.

(Applause:) I arrived In London on 
Sunday, and after dressing I saunter- 
ed out for a walk on Piccadilly,and I 
had only gone @ short distance when 
I met a well-known British member 
of Parllament. He sald: “You're the 
very man I want to see. A few of us 
have got together and subscribed £200,- 
000 to put in British Columbja gold 
mines. We believe these gold mines 
are equa) to the South African mines, 
and we are not afrald of Botr law In 
Canada."" They were not afraid, he 
sald, to risk thelr money and lose It. 
If they lost it, well and good, but if 
they succeeded they wished their in- 
vestment protected by British laws. 
On Monday as I reached the breakfast 
table I found there a letter from an- 
other British capitalist. He asked me 
to do nothing In the matter of Cana- 
dian mines until I had seen him. He 
said he and his friends had £500,000 
which they wished to invest in de- 
veloping Canadian mines, and if I 
could find sultable men to manage the 
investment they would be highly 
gratified. He told me he had read re- 
ports from some agents on the future 
of mining in British Columbia, and 
he felt that the future there was quite 
as large and as promising as that of 
South Africa and Australia, There 1s 
a very strong desire to Invest In Cana- 
dian interests among British capital- 
ists, and we should do nothing poli- 
tically to destroy that confidence, 
“A period has now becn reacned in 
the history of this country when rall- 
way development should be curtailed, 
The people of this coulitry have gone 
on bonusing railways and developing 
the country until we have a system or 
communication by rail almost every- 
where, We have the railways, but 
very little more. We are getting tred 
of looking at a streak of rusty rails. 
It is time the Government ceased as- 
sisting railway enterprises and turned 
its attention and spent its money in 
developing mines and other industries, 
There is plenty of room now for de- 
velopment in blast furnaces and cold 


Storage systems, In the latter indus- 
try the Australlans have reaped a 
golden harvest. The butter on the 


tables of the Cunard steamer on which 
we cross to England js brought from 
Australla. We pay for it In our pass- 
age money, while we should raise the 
butter ourselves and send it to Eng- 
land. We have not been looking with 
broad enough views on the resources 
of our own country. 

“We must seek to Open up and de- 
velop our great Northwest and its re- 
sources, and get immigrants to go 
there, When it becomes prosperous It 
will allure emigrants, and one volun- 
tary emigrant is worth 50 brought into 
the country by ussisted passages.

self, compared favorably with that in 
any other place, and the enthusiastic 
magner in which he Was greeted in 
this city was to him another evidence 
that the Conservative party will be 
sustained on Tuesday He arrived 
from the West about 7 o'clock, and at 
5 o'clock his private car was pulled 
into the Stuart-street Station, Shortly 
after that hour the Immense proces- 


sion, Which was organized at the Con- 
Servative headquarters and marched 
down James street, arrived at the sta- 
tion to meet the Premier. Amid the 
wildly enthusiastic cheering of the 
great crowd of electors, the Old Cum- 
berland War Horse, with Candidate 
Burker, Organizer John W. Negbitt and 
President John Milne of the Conserva 


tive Association, stepped into a car- 
riage, which was driven between the 
procession to the head of it. Follow- 


lng the first carriage was another con- 
tulning Hon, W. H. Montague, Minister 
of Agriculture, and Candidate Boville. 

The procession, which was one of the 
biggest that have been seen here for 
years, marched up James-street,around 
the Gore, and back to the drill hall. 
Half a dozen bands flooded the atmos- 
phere with such popular selections as 
“The Maple Leaf," “Rule Britannia’ 
and other equally soul stirring pieces, 
while everyone in the big parade car- 
ried torches and brooms, exploded Ro- 
man candles and did a great deal of 
cheering. 

At the drill hall there was a great 
crush, and a rush for seats, and the 
big auditorium was well filled, consid- 
ering that there was a second meet- 
ing in progress at the Grand Opera 
House. : 

The entrance of Sir Charles from the 
officers’ mess to the platform was the 
occasion of prolonged cheering, which 
{frequently punctuated his forceful and 
interesting address, which,however,was 
liatened to with admirable attention. 
The only semblance to a disturbance 
Was at the outset of the meeting,when 
a young man became boisterous, but 
Was promptly ejected, and the meet- 
ing was the quietest political gather- 
ing ever held in this city. 

President Milne occupied the chair 
at the drill hall, and Samuel Barker 
Was the first speaker. He eulogized the 
Premier, defended the National Policy 
and was confident the employes of all 
the factories of Hamilton would g0 
sclid for the old policy next Tuesday. 
To the advantage of Canada he con- 
trasted Its financial situation with that 


of the United States, where banks 
were golng under and there had been 
such a gencral depression. Hamilton 


hap prospered by the National Policy. 
The free trade opinions of John Cre- 
rar and Editor Gardiner of The Times 
are being suppressed during this gon- 
test, but they would be back to free 
trade after the elections are over.

three rousing cheers, and the band 
played when he entered the oper! ‘ 
house.

voice, which he had lost in the service 
of his country.

While the Conservatives lave 
been so aggressive, what have the Lib- 
érals been doing? Their policy is sum- 
med up admirably in three words which 
appeared on a banner in a procession 
down east; the three words were, “We 
Are Obstructionists,” and the speaker 
proceeded to demonstrate that the pol- 
icy of the Opposition had been one of 
obstruction all along. One of the can- 
als on the St. Lawrence wanted a lit- 
tle dredging to make commerce safe, 
but the Liberals refused to support a 
measure granting $20,000 for that pur- 
pose, A short time ago there was @ 
cloud upon the horizon of the Empire; 
exclamations of loyalty came from ail 
quarters, and the Conservative party at 
that time thought the best thing to do 


Was to place 30,000 of the best rifles 
in the hands of the volunteers, but in 
Parliament, these men, who now shout 
loyalty from every housetop, went 
against it, and proclaimed there was 
a job on, notwithstanding the rifles 
were to be purchased from the Brit-

The speaker read paragraphs from

MecDongall'’s V. O. Rye Goes to Mon-

(Halifax Herald, June 12th,) 

One of the largest whiskey transactions 
over operated by « distillery in this coun- 
tvy has just been completed betweon the 
Mastorn Trust Compiny, acting for the 
Dank of British North America, and Messrs. 
Laurence A. Wilson & Co., the large wine 
merchants. Tho whiskey purchased by 
this firm comprizes tho whole of McDou- 
yall’s Old Rye Whiskey, vatted in oak 
larcels in the year 1880, and upon which 
heavy advances were obtained from the 
Bank of British North America, It is 
claimed to be very superior owing to its 
age, and the fact that «a great percent- 
ave of malt was used in its manufacture, 
and the purchasers are, consequently, called 
upon to pay a government duty of $1.72 
per proof gallon, owing to the melt having 
been used in bond. F. J. Clarke, who 
negotiated the salo, slates thatit aggregates 
over one hundred thousand dollars ($100, - 
000) duty paid, anil that the Montreal firm 
have secured a snap, when it is considered 
that a Jarge portion is going to be bottled 
for regular trade, and the balance in wood 
vill be sold to their customers only. It is 
not definitely decided what is to become 
of the real estate and plant of the McDou- 
gall Distillery Company, but it is to be 
hoped that the busmess will be resumed 
by a new company.

“that it shall ever be literally enforced to 


“abolish slavery, and to guarantee the 
“toleration of liverty of conscience and 
“equal rights from the Atlantic to the 


* Pacific.” 

The British North America Act and the 
Manitoba Act are Imperial Acts, as Mr, 
Johnson truthfully said. The latter Act 
was required to bring Manitoba into the 
Confederation, and is included in the 
former Act us truly as Manitoba Is included 
in British North America No Canadian 
legislature can consequently abolish Separ- 
ate Schools, whether Protestant or Catho- 
lic, for they are engrained in the Constitu- 
tion given to Canada by the Imperial 
Parliament, as any person can see who will 
read our constitution. ‘The British Parlia- 
ment ulone can climinate Sepirate Schools 
feom Our Constitution by an amendment 
thereto, y 

What treachery it is, then, to our free In- 
stitutions, that politicians can be found to 
seb race against race, aud creed sgiinst 
creed, to get into power, under false colors, 
on the waves of bigotry, like Greenway did 
afew years ago. Right Mr. Jobnson was 
when he said the question is not one of 
Separate Schools st all, but whether we 
shall stand by the constitution as against 
all annexationists, or commercial unionists, 
who would, if they could, cast it aside, and 
throw Canada into the arms of Uncle Sam. 
Conciliation, indeed! What a statesman- 
likes subterfuge! Is” our constitution so 
weak that It can: ot.be upheld?) What was 
it drafted for? Is it so rotten that any 
majority in any Province can bid it deflance 
with impunity? And must that majority 
be conciliated to prevent them trampling it 
under foot, while brazenly proclaiming thelr 
loyalty to British institutions, and to 
British fair play, Traitor at  beart 
must be the Canadian who, for ao 
instant, would even consent to allow 
either Protestant. or Catholic to act 
otherwise than in strict obedience to the 
letter and to the spiritof our onfederation. 
Untiue to the teachings of his religion 
should be the Protestant who would deny 
his Catholic brother Canadians freedom of 
conscicuce, regarding the education and the 
instruction of his children, as eojoyed by 
them in Manitoba till 1800, under the con- 
stitution; while the Catholics, as true 
Christians, cheerfully recognize, throughout 
the length and breadth of the Jand, the 
Protestants, right to their own schools, to 
their own books, and to their own teachers. 
Catholics are acting, In their conduct to- 
wards Protestants, according to the spirit 
of Confederation; while some Protestants, in 
their endeayor to wrest from Catholics their 
schools, and to compel them to sead their 
children, not to their own Separate Schools, 
legalized by the constitution, but to Public 
or Union Schools, are acting contrary to 
the dictates of humanity, to the principles 
of christianity, contrary to the solemn 
compact entered into at Confederation, and 
in opposition to the unification of our 
heteroyeneous elements into one solid mass, 
glowing with an intense love for the laws 
of the Jand, protecting them in the exercise 
of wil rights, essentially characteristic of the 
Protestant conscience on the one hand and 
of the Catholic «sonseclence on the other. 
For any true Catholic itis sufficient for him 
to know that he is denied his Separate 
School to constitute a legal grivance under 
the Constitution. Such a man Jaughs at 
the wily ways of the canny politician and 
his commission to find out—what? If the 
Separate Schools are abolished? Not atall. 
But to fiud out a means to win votes by the 
proposed com ission in order to get into 
power, 

There are some Who can, with the right 
hand, play an air on the treble of the piano- 
forte, who produce nothing but discord 
with the left liatid onthe base.

It is rumored that A, J. Balfour, 

First Lord of the Treasury, and the 

" Government leader In the House of 
Commons, has resigned from the Ca- 


binet. 

The Times says that at the Cabinet 
Council! held Saturday, it was decid- 
‘ed to entirely abandon the Education- 
Bill and to introduce In 1897 a short 
bill increasing the financial assistance 
given by the Government to voluntary 
schools. ‘he ‘times denounces the de- 
cision, and declares that Mr. Balfour, 
the Government leader in the House 
of Commons, is largely responsible for 
the mismanagement of Parliamentary 
business, which has compelled the 
strongest government of modern times 
to surrender to a feeble and discredit 
ed opposition. 

The rumor of the resignation of Mr. 
Balfour cannot be confirmed. 

When the House of Commons re- 
sumed its sittings in committee of the 
whole on the Education Bill to-day, 
Mr. Balfour moved that the chairman 
leave the chair, which motion is equl- 
valent to dropping the bill for the pre- 
sent session, . 

Mr. Balfour, speaking to his motion, 
that the chalrman leave the chatr, 
said Parliament would meet early in 
1597, and would fulfil the pledge which 
the Government made in regard to the 
Voluntary schools. Critics might say 
that this was an extraordinary ex™ 
ample of weakness on the part of a 
Government backed by a large ma- 
jerity. In theory the advantage of a 
big majority would be that it. would 
have overwhelming authority if phy- 
sical force decided Parliamentary quee= 
tions, but really the only advantage 
of a great majority in Parliament was 
that it was difficult to turn it into a 
minority. Mr, Balfour said he did not 
feel at all moved by criticisms assert- 
ing that the course decided upon was 
disereditable to the Government. He 
only regretted the obstructive tactics 
of the Opposition as giving evidence 
of Parliamentary decay. 

Sir William Harcourt, the leader of 
the Opposition, justified the right of 
the Liberals to defeat a revolutionary 
attack upon elementary education. 

The Diseases of Animals Bill, which 
provides for the exclusion of foreign 
cattle from Great Britain, came up for 
its third reading. 

Mr, James Stuart, Radical member 
for the Hoxton division of Shoreditch, 
moved that the bill be rejected on the 
ground that it transferred the adminls- 
trative power of the House of Com- 
mons to the House of Lords, If the 
measure becomes a law it would be 
impossible henceforth to readmit for- 
eign cattle without repealing the law 
a course which the House of Lords 
would never consent to. 

The Right Hon, James Bryce (Lib,), 
member for the seventh division of 
Aberdeen, said that the existence of 
Pleuro-pneumonla, is Canadian cattle 
was extremely doubtful. The perman- 
ent exclusion of such cattle would be 
an injury to the Dominion, The bill, 
he added, was wanton and needless. 


Mr. Sydney Buxton (Lib.), member 
for the Poplar division of the Tower 
Hamlets, formerly Under-.ccretary of 


State for the Colonies, suggested that 
a time limit be put on the prohibitions 
contained In the measure. 

The bill passed its third reading by 
@ yote of 232 to 75,

The stone wall is three feet high and 
is four feet from the roadway. The 
wall is made up of rough stones, un- 
cemented. As they reached the wall, 
Valenti, a strapping athletic fellow, 
lifted the girl in his arms, with the 
utmost ease, and placed her upon the 
wall top. Then he himself climbed up 
and jumped to the other side. 

Then he caught Miss Costello in his 
arms, So as to help her down. She 
leaned upon his shoulder, with her 
arms clasped around his neck, and he 
kissed her. ° 

At that same moment came a fear- 
ful flash of lightning. The bolt struck 
Valenti on the right shoulder, killing 
him instantly. It also struck Miss 
Costello on the left shoulder, paralyz- 
ing her and rendering her unconscious. 
As they both fell to the ground, the 
dead body of Valenti was at right 
angles to that of his sweetheart, the 
feet of the living and of the dead 
touching cach other. 

The deadly lightning bolt happened 
at about 4:30 p.m: It was 5.15 p.m. be- 
fore Valenti’s death became known. 
Patrolman ‘Henry Bolte of the Kings- 
bridge Police Station, livés only a lit- 
tle distance from the scene of the ac~ 
cident. He was off duty, and moving 
about the grounds of his house, wheu 
he heard the low moanin gof a woman. 
For a few moments he was unable to 
locate it, but at length reached the 
spot where the bodies lay. As he near- 
ed’ her he heard Miss Costello feebly 
cry for help and her entreaties to her 
lover to speak to her. 

How long she had

Sciousness she could not say. Even 
when found by Patrolman Bolte ste 
was still in a dazed: condition. 

Bolte made a hasty examination of 
Valenti’s body and convinced himself 
the man was dead. Then he jumped 
the creek and rushed to his stable, 
Where he quickly harnessed his horge 
to an open buggy and drove around to 
Where Valenti's body lay. He lifted it 
into the buggy and lald it in the bot- 
tom of the vehicle, so that the head 
hung over the side and the feet over 
the other.

In Manitoba and the 
Northwest there has been a great and sub- 
stantial increase, while the older Provinces 
have held their own, and taking the whole 
Dominion together we find an increase in 
value of farm property. During the same 
period the farm lands and buildings in the 
North Atlantic States, viz., New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and the New 
England States, have fallen off 94 per cent. 
in value, or ten times as much as in On 
tario, which is similarly situated in all re- 
spects as they are, while in England and 
Wales, according to a return of the Britis).

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» BICYCLE BOAT FOR TWO. 


A Novel Craft That Promises to Catch 
On Quickly. 


A novel craft that is attracting con- 
siderable attention in the waters about 
Bad Ridge and in the upper bay Is 4 
“bicycle boat," designed and owned 
by Herman B, Ogden, and bullt by the 
Crosby Cape Cat Company, at their 
shops, foot of Fifty-sixth street, Brook- 
lyn, says the New York Journal. 

Her motive power is similar to a tan- 
dem bicycle resting upon two oak 
braces. The frame is of copper, and 
steel bars rise out from it for both 
saddies and handle bars. Sprocket 
wheels and pedals identical with those 
of a bicycle are affixed and connected 
in the usual manner with a chain, 

tevolving alongside the rear wheel 
Is a cog fourteen inches in diameter, 
which in turn fits into a smaller one 
on the shaft that turns the propeller, 
which is a three-bladed screw of gun 
metal, nearly fifteen inches across, OW- 
ing to the high gearing it revolves six 
times for each turn of the pedal crank. 


BICYCLE BOAT FOR TWO 


A trial of Wednesday afternoon after 
her machinery was in place was most 
satisfactory. Mr. Crosby and one of 
his workmen were in the saddles and 
propelled the strange craft at a high 
rate of speed Her steering gear is 
operated by chains from the handle 
bar In the forward end of the cockpit, 
the chains extending aft to a yoke on 
the rudder head.

VENEZUELA DISPUTE. 


A British Official Arrested by the Vene- 
zaclans—T be Colonists Demand Imme- 
diate Action by Great Britain, 

Georgetown, British Guiana, June 22.— 

Mr. Harrison, the official who was in 

charge of the laborers who were open- 

ing a road from the Barima to the 

Cuyuni river, within the Schom- 

burg line, when they were stopped by 

a force of armed Venezuelans on June 

15th, has been arrested by the Vene- 

zuelans, under fresh orders from Cara- 
cas, and carried to the Venezuelan sta- 
tion opposite Uruan, the Venezuelans 
claiming the right to arresc foreigners on 
the left bank of the Cuyuni. The arrest 
of Mr. Harrison has roused the colony of 

British Guiana, and the population de- 

mands that Great Britain take immediate 

and decisive action in the case. When tho 

Venezuelans first stopped the laborers 

from proceeding with the work, orders 

were sent from Georgetown to Mr. Harri- 
son not to offer violent resistance, but to 
withdraw under protest.

Paris, June ?2.—The civil] marriage 
took place this morning of Adolohe 
William Bouguereau, the celebrated 
French painter, and Elizabeth Gard- 
ner, formerly of Exeter, New Hamp- 
shire. The ceremony was performed 
by the Maire of the Sixth Arrondis- 
sement. The witnesses ror the bride 
were Samuel E. Morse, the American 


Consul-General, and Edward Tuck, & 
native of Exeter, who has lived in 
Paris for many years, and for the 
bridegroom, Paul Ginain, a distin- 
guished architect, and Gabriel Thomas, 
the well-known sculptor. The religious 
ceremony took place in the chapel of 
the Convent of Notre Dame de Sion, 
the Bishop of Angers officiating, 

M. Bouguereau was born in 1825 and 
is now In his 72nd year. He is a mem- 
ber of the Institute of France and an 
officer of the Legion of Honor, He 
gained the grand prize in 1850. His real 
fame dates from 1854, when he exhibit- 
ed “The Body of St. Cecilia Borne to 
the Catacombs.” The bride is one of 
the greatest woman artists of the day 
and in 1887 she was awarded the gold 
medal of the Paris Salon, 

The bride is the only American wo- 
man artist who has thus been honored 
She became acquainted with M. Bou- 
Guereau nearly 25 years ago, when she 
was struggling to gain a foothold in 
the art world. She became his pupil, 
and would have married him years ago

M. Bouguereau's mother, who objected 
to her son marrying an American. The 
mother died some time since and tre 
marriage followed. The bride's most 
famous work is ‘‘David, the Shepherd.”

The Making of Tacks. 

“ Where do the pins go to?” is a com- 
mon saying, but when one takes a few 
notes of the tack industry, the question 
** Where do all the tacks go to?” seoms to 
be the next thing in order. 

The first tacks were made by hand. The 
operator used a vise and dies. A bit of 
mvtal was held by a clamp, and the head 
was made by striking a blow with 
bammer. Later on machinery 
gan to be used, and now metal is 
fed into an enormous apparatus that 
will cut out nearly 300 aks & minute, 
Tho processes aro extremely interesting 
and a tack factory has many visitors. Tho 
machinery is automatic; warrow strips of 
metal are fed in and clipped off; the 
heads are made by pressure, and it literally 
rains tacks into large boxes placed 
underneath to receive them. They are 
then poured into a rattler, which is a 
rapidly revolving cylinder, through which 
\ jet of air is forced under high pressure. 
This removes all of the dust and loose 
particle. Black lead is 
putin to give them a polish, and. then 
thoy pass on to the sifter, which sorts 
thom and takes out the imperfect tacks, 
leaving the good ones to be passed on and 
dropped into « box, from which they are 
taken to be packed by quick-fingered girls 
A good workwomap can pack 1,600 pounds 
of tacks ina day. When one realizes that 
many of these machines are zoing, and 
that the tacks at this rate are Kaine sent 
out to market, the wonder grows where al! 
the tacks go to —Now York Ledger.

It Must vUome. 
(Trade Bulletin.) 


About two weeks ago it was Mr, J. 
Lowther, M.P., who, speaking at a large 
and influential meeting in Cambridge, 
England, expatiated upon the fact that 
protected foreign manufacturers had 
wrested froin free trade Woglish manufac- 
turers in the latter's home market, no less 
a business than $435,000,000 in a single 
year, and now we have the Hon, Joseph 
Chamberlain, England's coming Premier, 
admitting that something is needed to 
check the tremendous inroads which the 
goods of protective countries are making in’ 
the markets of Great Britain, ‘The idea of 
an Imperial Zollverein, which is protection 
in a form that is likely to be less object- 
jonable at first to the stubborn conserva- 
tive English people who are ever averse to 
the slightest chunge, is being advocated by 
Mr. ChamberJain with considerable adroit- 
ness. No man knows better than the great 
Birmingham manufacturer the formidable 
nature of the competition which British 
goods haye to contend with from the pro- 
tected industries of foreign nations ; and 
depend upon it he foresees that unless 
prompt measures sro devised whereby 
Great Britain can stem the torrent of im- 
ports that are crowding cut her home 
manufactures at such an alarming ratio, 
the sume disastrous fate muse overtake hor 
home industries, Uhat has already fallen to 
her ayricultucal interests. It is uot long 
since that Waygland’s imports of maoufac: 
tured goods amounted to £21,00),009 per 
annum, and to-day they have increased to 
£37,000,000, or more than 400 per cent. 
ina few years. Willany sane man have 
the temerity to declare that the matufac- 
turers of Great Britain can long resist this 
stupendous ratio of gain upon their inter- 
ests by foreign fiviis without running the 
risk of almost total extinetion 7 

No doubt the great bulk of the English 
poople associate the very name of protec- 
tion with the dear loaf of the ante Cobden 
reform days, Aud crronsously suppose that 
a protective tariff meuns a return to dear 
bread and other food products, forgetting 
that in the present era of over-production 
dear food would be an utter impossibility 
under either a protective tariff or free 
trade, Let us take for ins‘'ance the article 
of flour in England, which could bear a 
swall import duty sullicient to keep out 
the foreign oanufactured article, without 
being a fraction of a cent dearer to the 
consumer, beciuse the wheat coull be ad- 
mitted freo as now, and the only difference 
would be that the Hnglish miller instead 
of the foreigner would do the mianu- 
facturing. And, however, the Woglish 
people can bo so stupid as not to see that 
by placing uw siuall import duty on fl sur, 
they could control the milling trade with- 
out inereasing the cost of flour to consum- 
ers one iota, la a myalery ; but the stern 
force of circum ances will before 
compel thom lo adopt a protective policy 

which Chamberlain is endeavoring to edu- 
cate them into under the auspices of an 
Tinperial Zollverein, But sooner Juter 
it must come.

came to Canada last winter I found 
the Conservative party utterly de- 


moralized and was reluctantly compell- | 


ed to consent to become its leader, as 
; the only hope of avoiding defeat. The 
fatal mistake had been made of refus- 
ing to dissolve immediately after the 
adoption of the Remedial Order, and 
of calling a session of Parliament, 
whose life terminated on a_ specific 
day, to deal with the Remedial Bill, 
thus offering the greatest possible in- 
ducement to obstruction. The recess 
of Parliament had been allowed to 
pass without making any adequate 
efforts to Instruct the public mind In 
relation to the school question, by 
which much of the misrepresentation 
and misapprehensin respecting that 
measure might have been removed. I 
do not at all regret having placed my 
services at the disposal of the party, 
as otherwise I would have been held 
responsible for its defeat. I have 
fought the fight with all the energy 
and ability I possess, and am able to 
say that no public man has ever re- 
ceived more overwhelming evidence of 
regard, and I might say affection of 
the great Liberal-Consorvative party, 
than I have during the past seven 
weeks, while speaking and traveling 
incessantly.

Montreai Markets. : 
Montreal June 22.—The market 1s firmer | 








in tone, and the very inside rate now is 42s }’ 
6d, and 45s is asked and has been paid in 
some cases. A fair trade was done here in 
export cattle, and owing to smallersupplies 


higher prices were paid, sales being made 
at 3) todc. The demand for sheep is slow, 
and prices are easier, at 24 to 3c per pound. 


The shipments of live stock Jast week were 
3,125 cattle, 1,224 sheep, and 434 horses. 

A cable from Liverpool was received here 
advising shippers of horses to stop shipping, 
as the trade was rotten and supplies heavy. 

At the Montreal stock yards at Point St. 
Charles this morning the receipts of 
butchers’ cattle were small, but the ran of 
export was fair. There was a better de- 
mand from local dealers than usual, and 
several car lots ‘hanged hands at prices 
ranging from 3c to 3\c per pound. A fair 
trade was also done in export stock, and 
the market was moderately active and 
steady. Sales were made at 3c, and some 
really choice fat steers and heilers brought 
ic per pound. There was nothing done in 
sheep and lambs on account of the market 
belug bare of stock. The receipts of hogs 
were lighter, there being only 200 offered, 
and in consequence prices were a trifle 
firmer, a $1 to $4.10 per hundred pounds. 

There were 350 nead of cattle, 800 calves, 
500 sheep and lambs, and 60 store hogs and 
small pigs offered at the East end market 
to-day. The butchers were present in con- 
sfderable numbers, but trade in cattle was 
slow for some time, as higher prices were 
being asked all round. The st beeves 
sold at 3fc per pond, good brought 34 to 
34c, and common 2} to dc, Calves sold at 
from $1.75 to $8 each. Sheep are dull of 
sale and bring 3c per pound ; lambs are de- 
clining in price, and sold at from $2 to 
$3.25 each. Fat hogs sold at 4c per pound, 
store hogs at $5 to $8 each, and young pigs 
at $1 to $2 each,

BISHOP OL NIAGATKA, 





fhe Now Prelate Couscerajcd in St. James’ 
Cathodral, Loronto, With Im 
pressive Ceremont.», 
Toronto, June 26. 

Yesterday in St, James Cathedral 
Was witnessed a gatherlbg such as has 
not been within its walis since that 
dreary winter day almost 29 years ugo 
when the remains of Bishop Strachan 
were laid to rest, 

Then the vast congregation gather- 
ed together came to mourn; yesterday 
they rejoiced; yet there was u tinge cr 
Sadness in their joy, for, though they 
were gladdened at the mark of confi- 
dence expressed by the Viocese of Nia- 
gara in electing Canon DuMoulin 4s 
its Bishop, they could not but feel 
sorry that the gain of Niagura would 
be a great loss to the congregation of 
St. James’, where for neariy 15 years 
he has been rector. 

Among the clergy present were the 
Most Reverend Archbishop Lewis of 
Ontario, the bishops of Toronto, Huron, 
Algoma and Ottawa; the deans of 
Huron and of Montreal, Arcadeacons 
Bedford-Jones of Brockville, Houston 
of Niagara, Dixon of Guelph, Canon 
Cayley, Sweeny, Osler und Sutherland 
of Hamilton, who is always welcome 
in Toronto, where he has attained 
such popularity from his lectures on 
Shakespeare, delivered at Trinity Uni- 
versity last winter; Rev, Provost 
Welch, Rev. Henry Scadding, D.D. 
{Cantab), at whose ordination, nearly 
6U years since, there were Only two 
Anglican bishops in the whole of what 
is now the Dominion of Canada; Revs. 
Charles Ruttan, J, C. Mockridge, Pro- 
fessors Clark, Cayley and Hunting- 
ford, C. E. Thomson, J. P. Lewis, Jonn 
Pearson, John Langtry, W. BE. Cooper 
and scores of others. Among the lay 
representatives were: Messrs, Rud- 
ham, R. Stanley, Dr Ridley, J. J. 
Mason, W. Burton, W. F. Davis, alt 
from Niagara; Hon, G. W. Allan, R. N. 


Gooch, Lieut,-Col, Grasett, D, Kemp 
and others. 
The sermon was preached by the 


Very Rev. Dean Carmichael of Mont- 
real. Who took as his text Luke xix., 
17, “Well done, thou good and faith- 
ful servant.’ The sermon treated of 
the authority exercised by the minis- 
try, and why God had given an epis- 
copate to the church. Bishops should 
be “leaders of thought, moulders of 
thought, fathers in God." 

Turning towards the bishop-elect,the 
eloquent dean thus concluded his ser- 
mon: “Brother, friend and companion 
of more than 30 vears, what shall | 
say to you ? Oy\.2 . friendship not a 
Single cloud has ever flecked its way. 


What can I say? Nothing. As 
men rudely and roughly love 
one another, you know our 
hearts beat as one together 


to-day. The whole heart of the church 
g0es with you, its love, its prayers, 
its praises. Every hope that brother 
man can give brother man goes with 
you; every prayer is made for you. 
Father in God, leader, guide, the 
church salutes you. Ali hearts salute 
you. All the faithful in the church of 
God salute you. May God fill all your 
needs for Jesus Christ's sake.” 

Then followed the rest of the conse 
cration service, the Litany being jnton- 
ed by the Venerable Archdeacon Jones 
It was beautifully done, and the whole 
scene Was touching and solemn; the 
vast building filled with a kneeling 
multitude, and no other sound than 
that of the clergyman as he uttered 
the petitions; then came the musical 
response, "We beseech Thee to hear us, 
Good Lord.” 

The prayer of consecration followed, 
and the rector of St. James’ rose from 
his knees the Bishop of Niagara. The 
communion office was partly choral, 
the Singing being exceptionally good. 

The service came to an end at 1.05, 
and immediately afterwards the Arch- 
bishop had to leave, for Kingston.

Show us an industry which 
Is content with fair profits and Is paying 
good wages to a large body of men, and 
wo say that that is a case for very 
careful and considerate treatment. We 
make the distinction in no_ spirit of 
domagoguery. We say that it is bet- 
ter for the community that a sum of 
money, say $50,000 a year, should be 
spent in yranes than that it should 
into the pockets of one man, For the 
one man may squander it, or his heirs 
or relatives may squander it, in ways that 
bring little or no benefit to the conntry 
from which it comes; but the workingman 
is perforce obliged to spend the greater part 
of his money where he earns it, and thus to 
afford a market for farm products aud for 
the products of his fellow-workmen. We 
have no hesitation in saying that we think 
more of a workingman’s home than for the 
maintenance ofa theory, however sound; 
that what we are seeking Is not the malin- 
tenance of theories, but the removal of 
practical grievances. 

We want to see the tariff so rearranged 
as not to diminish but to augment the op- 
portunities for the energy and intelligence 
and enterprise of the Canadian people. We 
want to see the farmer making better pro- 
fits, the workingman making better wages, 
the poperkanis es for the investment of 
capital enlarged ; and while we do not pro- 

_ pose to deceive the people with such pro- 
mises as heralded the coming in of the 
National Policy, we do not believe that 
within a reasonable time much may be done 
by the clearing away of unwise legislation, 
by ey and by the adoption of business 
methods of administration.

Some 
of the difficulties which must suggest 
themselves to the minds of all who look 
beneath the surface of affairs are : 

1, The promises made by Mr. Laurier 
and leading members of his party that the 
tariff shall be reduced and all its protective 
features eliminated, with the goal of ‘‘ free 
trade as it is in England” steadily in view. 

2. The unmeasured denunciation of the 
Protective system by Sir Richard Cuart- 
wright, the prospective Minister of Finance 
as ‘‘unclean,” *‘the sum of all human 
villanies "’ and so forth.~ 

3. The platform of the Liberal party, as 
adopted in connection at Ottawa, namely : 


“ That the customs tariff of the Dominion 
should be based, not as it is now, upon the 
protective principle, but upon the require- 
ments of the public service ; 

* That the existing tariff, founded upon 
an unsound principle, and used, as thas 
been by the Government, as a corrupting 
agency wherewith to keep themselves in 
office, has developed monopolies, trusts aad 
combinations ; 

“Tt has decreased the value of farm and 
other landed property : 

“It has oppressed the masses to the en- 
richment of a few ; 

“Tt has checked immigration ; 

“Tt has caused great loss of population; 

* It bas impeded commerce ; 

“Tt has discriminated against Great 
Britain. 

“In these and in many other ways it 

ss occasioned great public and private 
injury, all of which evils must continue to 
grow in intensity as long as the present 
tariff system remains in force. 

“That the highest interests of Canada 
demand a removal of this obstacle to our 
country’s progress, by the adoption of a 
sound fiscal policy, which, while not doing 
Injustice to an class, will promote 
domestic and foreign trade, and hasten the 
return of prosperity to our people ; 

‘That to that end the tariff should be 
reduced to the needs of honest, economical 
and efficient government; 

“That it should be so adjusted as to make 
free, or to bear as lightly as possible upon, 
the necessaries of life, and should be so 
arranged as to promote freer trade with the 
whole world, more particularly with Great 
Britain and the United States; 

“We belleye that the results of the pro- 
tective system have grieyously disappointed 
thousands of persons who honestly support 
ed it, and that the country, In the light of 
experience, is now prepared to Jeclare for a 
sovnd fiscal policy. 

“The issue between the two pol tical 
parties on this question is now clearly de- 
fined. 

“The Government themselves admit the 
failure of their fiscal policy, and now pro 
fess their willingness to make some changes; 
but they say that such changes must be 
based only on the principle of protection. 

“ We denounce the principle of protection 
as radically unsound, and unjust to the 
masses of the people, and we declare our 
conviction that any tariff changes based on 
that principle must fall to afford any sub- 
stantial relief from the burdens under which 
the mantry Jabors. j

tection and adopt the same fiscal policy as 
the mother country. Thoro was one 
principle guiding and actuating tho British 
race ibroushon} the whole world, and that 
was to arrive at a basis of means by which 
the whole British family might bo united 
hy one bond of union for their common 
intorests.

Rumors soon gained currency that no 
fewer than 100 men and boys were en- 
tombed in the pit. The fearful and 
distressing news spread with lightning 
rapidity, and by 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing the head of the shaft was thronged 
by thousands of men, and 
children. 

The hours following the alarm were 
full of harrowing scenes. The anxious 
Suspense of the workmen, the grief of 
the friends and the tender sympathy 
for the afflicted ones manifested by 
the spectators painful to wit- 
ness, Efforts were made to quiet che 
friends of the men in the mine by 
tendering the little encouragement 
possible, but unavallingly were those 
efforts put forth as the mothers, 
fathers, daughters, sons, brothers and 
Sisters reasonably feared the worst, 
and upon the first information re- 
ceived their fears were found to be 
well grounded, 

The first to come to the surface 
from the shaft after the explosion was 
John Gill, who was at the bottom en- 
gaged in labor. The force of the 
concussion threw him with terrific 
force to the wall, and with intense 
fear, more dead than alive, he crept to 
the foot and with great difficulty 
signalled to the engineer at the 
surface to hoist the carrlage. When he 
Was brought up his story added to the 
doubt as to the safety of any of the 
men and boys below. From him was 
secured the first information of the 
number of men in the shaft. It is 
thought that not less than 100 work- 
men have suffered a most horrible 
death, 

John Riker, a runner boy; 
Adam and Frank H. Sheridan, com- 
pany men, were next brought to the 
surface, and confirmed Gill's story. 

It appears that several days ago the 
officials discovered that the rock be- 
tween the fifth and sixth veins had 
commenced “ working,” and, to pre- 
vent an accident, all day Saturday and 
Saturday night the full complement of 
day-men and such others as could be 
pressed into service were at work pil- 
Jaring and propping the sixth vein, so 
as to ensure the safety of the work- 
men who were to go to work on Mon- 
day. Saturday night the regular night 
force was working at a point about 
3000 feet from the shaft at the foot of 
No, 3 plane at a point under what is 
known as the Flats, a little east of 
the Coxton Railway yards. The force 
Was under the supervision of Superin- 
tendent Langan and his assistant, Mi- 
chael Lynot. Orders were given about 
midnight that as many men as ai~ 
ble should be sent down to assist in 
this dangerous work. In accordance 
with this order, between 12 and 1] 
o'clock this morning about 30 addition 
al workmen left their homes and jour- 
neyed to what now seems thelr «rave. 
The new force of men enlisted in the 
work were placed at a point beyond 
that of the night hands, and the ter- 
rible news brought to the surface by 
the four men who likely will be the 
only ones to live to tell the tale of the 
disaster was that all of these 19 or 
more men had been caught ard either 
crushed to immediate death or fin- 
prisoned to perish a death most hor. 
rifying Upon learning this discour- 
aging news the excitement became 
more demonstrative 

It was found that all the 
men, superintendents and bosses who 
had gone to supervise the work were 
with those who were imprisoned. This 
give the work of relief no systematic 
head but the r suers, providing 
themselves with safety lamps, hurried 
into the mine carriage and were lower- 
ed 1000 feet or more on™tthe mission of 
relief.

The representation from Canada will 
be as follows: Alberta, 2 delegates; 
British Columbla, 5; Manitoba, 8; New- 
foundland, 9; New Brunswick, 14; Nova 
Scotia, 18; Ontarlo, 86; Prince Edward 
Island, 11; Quebec, 59—total, 212. 

The meetings will be as follows: The 
Lesson Committee will meet on Fri- 
day and Saturday, June 19 and 20, to 
select the lessons of 1899, and to com- 
plete their work; the Executive Com- 
mittee will hold a prayer and confer- 
ence meeting on Sunday afternoon, 
June 21, and will meet for business on

Upon the elevated platform sat Lt.-

the loss which they sustained, but of 
those who had passed unscathed 
through the ordeal. 

The Chairman, in opening the pro- 
ceedings, referred to the patriotism 
which inspired a few ladies to under- 
take the work of erecting a monument 
to the memory of those who had fallen 
in the campaign of 1885. It had at first 
been intended to erect a national mon- 
ument, but in consequence of the dif- 
ficulty in reaching the thousands 
throughout the Dominion who would 
have been willing to subscribe that 
project had been abandoned, and the 
present monument Was the pro- 
duct of the modified scheme. 
the Dominion and Ontario Par- 
liaments had most generously 
contributed $1000, which had been sup- 
plemented by a donation of $500 from 
the City Council Toronto, the bal- 
ance of the cost being partly met 
by subscriptions, gathered mainly 
through the indefatigable exertions of 
Mrs. Fletcher, honorary secretary of 
the Ladle Committee. He expressed 
his pleasure that the figure which sur 
mounted the pedestal is the work of a 
young Torontonilan, who, he doubted 
not, would rise to eminence in his pro- 
fe: behalf of the committee, 
he thanked Messrs, McIntosh & 
for the spirit in which they had 
dertaken the work “The firm took

Nomination. 


Protection and Reciprocity are, He Says, 
Twin Measures of a True American 
Policy Which WILL Carry the Kepubli- 
can Party to Victory-How to Bring 
Gold Into a Country His Sound Money 
Ideas—The Candidate Expresses His 
Thanks.

Its rev- 
enues should be raised so as to protect 
the material interests of our people, 
With the lightest possible drain upon

credit, which has thus far fortunately 
resisted every assault upon It, must 
and will be upheld and strengthened. 


If sullicient revenues are provided for 


the support of the Government, there 
Will be no necessity for borrowing 
mnoney and increasing the public debt. 

“During all the years of Republican 
contro], following resumption, thre 
Was a steady reduction of the public 
debt, while the gold reserve was 
Sacredly maintained, and our currency

“One in which we have generally come 
out ahead,” 

One of the most difficult tasks which 
falls to the lot of the Sergeant-at-Arms 
on the election of a new House of Com- 
mons js the allotting of the seats of 
members. In view of a change of Goy- 
ernment, this task is rendered all the 
more diflicult now., The principle 
Which has governed in the past has 
been to glve the old members their 
cholce of seats, allotting off what are 
kuown as the front benches, coming 
specially under the supervision of the 
Government and leader of the Oposi- 
tion respectively. It is not at all un- 
likely that a few Liberals will have 
to find places on the Conservative side, 
as well as the Patrons and Independ- 
ents, but a difficulty has croppea up 
in that some old members, notably Mr. 
Chariton, Mr. Scriver and Dr. Sproule, 
desire to retain seats which they have 
held for a number of years past. Dr, 
Sproule had one of the front seats on 
the Conservative side, and if he ae- 
sires to be considered a Conservative, 
as every one knows him to be, and a 
g00d one at that, he ought to go over 
and sit with hig political friends, Si!m- 
ijlarly, Mr.Charlton, seated on the front 
Opposition bench, will not be persona 
Brata to the Conservatives. If he re- 
mains in his own seat he would have 
an ex-Minister on his right and Dr. 
Bergin on his left. Mr. Scriver Is a 
very worthy man and highly respect- 
ed, but he will not be at home among 
Conservatives, and he should at once 
make a bee-line for a front seat among 
his political friends, 

The three front rows on the Opposi- 
tion benches have been reserved for 
re-clected Conservatives, and after 
them come the new men,Messrs. Clarke, 
Osler and J. Ross Robertson, together 
on the fourth row of the Opposition 
benches, Clarke Wallace, who occu-

jal row, has applied for a similar seat 


to the left of Mr, Speaker, the seat 
held by George Casey for a number of 
years.

Ing at the Twin Shaft of the 
Coal Co, at Pittston, the 
the terrible mine accident, It ig learn- 
that the work of the rescuers to- 
ward reaching the entombed miners is 
progressing rapidly, The timbering is 
B0lng up fast, and if the same progress 
is continued for 24 hours the rescuers 
Will be right on the cave proper and 
then the digging will begin. Mow far 
beyond or under this cave the men are 
cannot, of course, be stated. It may 
be two days or it may be two weeks. 
James MoMahon, one of the bravest 
miners in the valley, crawled about the 
mine this morning, and it is claimed he 
Wis within 600 feet of where the unfor- 
tunate men are supposed to be, He 
called out to them on many occasions, 
but could get no answer. That they 
are dead is beyond any further ques- 
tion. 

One of the chief officials of a neigh- 
boring mine stated that the heavy 
rains of the last few days had caused 
water to go into the Twin Shaft and 
down into the fifth vein, which caused 
the roof of the Red Ash vein to become 
weaker. An official investigation will 
follow, and it is believed that it will 
in every respect be thorough and im- 
partial, 

7 p.m.—The situation at the scene of 
the Pittston disaster remains practical- 
ly unchanged to-night. ‘he company 
is making every possible effort to 
reach the victims, but there is abso- 
lutely no hope that any of them will 
be recovered alive. 

The friends and relatives of the en- 
tombed men haunted the head of the 
shaft all day, hoping against hope 
that some of the rescuing party may 
bring up a word of cheer, 

The rescuing party that went Into 
the shaft this morning returned at 6 
o'clock this evening, and as ,they 
jumped from the carriage the foreman 
said: “No hope of rescue as yet.” 

The situation is changing almost 
hourly owing to the continuous caving 
or “squeezing.” On this account no- 
thing whatever can be told as to when 
the men can be reached. The work of 
rescue Is most dangerous. 

11 p.m.—When it became known to- 
night that it was more than probable 
that the men would never be found 
the excitement was renewed. The res- 
culng party that came out of the shaft 
at 10 o'clock reported that the situation 
Was worse than at any time to-day. 
The workings are crushing nearer the 
foot of the shaft and the outlook ts 
very dublous. The night shift of res- 
cuers were driven back by the roof cav- 
ing in and closing up the work that 
had been accomplished during the af- 
ternoon. It is now feared that the en- 
trance to the Twin Shaft may be clos- 
ed within the next 24 hours.
